ABHINGTON, January 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The indications today seem-

BOERS ARE PUSHING BRITISH. 


Everywhere There Is Skirmishing. 
Peace Envoy Reported Shot. 
Cape Town, January 31.—The Boer at- 
tack on the Boksburg mines resulted in 
damages amounting to £300,000. The com- 
missioner at Kroonstad reports that Wes- 
sels, one of the peace envoys, was shot 
at Klipfontein January 28th, by orders of 
General DeWet. Morgan Daal, who was 
another of the two Boer peace envoys, 
and who accompanied Wessels, was shot 

near Lindley January 10th. 

London, January 31.—General Kitchener, 
telegraphing from Pretoria under date of 
today, says: 

‘DeWet's foce crossed the Bloemfon- 
tein-Lady Brand line near Israelspoors, 
during the night of January 30th. Ham- 
ilton’s man, at the waterworks, were un- 
able to get in touch’ with. them. 

“French, with cavalry and mounted jn- 
fantry, is sweeping the country east of 
the Pretoria-Johannesburg railroad be- 
tween the Delagoa bay and Natal rail- 
road as far as Ermelo. He engaged 
about 2.000 of the enemy at Wilge Val- 
levy. .The enemy retired with four killed 
and nine wounded. Our casualties were 
one killed and seven wounded. 

‘Knox reports that he engaged De- 
Wet's forces south of Welcome, January 
29th. There was continuous fighting for 
some hours. Five Boers were buried. 
They removed many of their casualties in 
carts. Our casualties were one officer and 
one man killed and thirteen wounded.” 

Johannesburg, January 30.—Four or five 
hundred Boers recently evaded the Brit- 
ish patrols, reaching Benoni and attempt- 
ed to destrov the mines. Some fighting 
resulted, and the Boers were driven off, 
carrying away most of their wounded and 
leaving two wounded behind them. The 
British captured three prisoners. One 
Briton was wounded.

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AND THEN FIRE 
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Score of People Are Injured 
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FOLLOWED BY GREAT. FIRE 
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Over a Block Burned in New York. 
Heat Was Appalling and Fire 
Horses Were Scorched, 
Scene Was Most 


Spectacular. 


New York, January 31.—The explosion 
this afternoon in the factory of the W. 
Wicke Company, in East Thirty-first 
street, by which over twenty persons were 
injured, was followed at 7 o'clock to- 
night by one of the fiercest conflagrations 
New York has witnessed ip many years, 
causing an estimated loss of $1,500,000. 

The burned area, in general extent, to@k 
tn about one city block. The Wickes 
building, the building abutting from Thir- 
ty-second street, and several tenement 
houses were among the destroyed build- 
ings. Several lumber yards in the vicin- 
ity were damaged. The fire was witnessed 
by immense crowds of people, and it is 
said, it wes the most spectacular one New 
York has ever seen. 

The panic stricken occupants of a num- 
ber of tenements threatened by the fire 
were assisted out by policemen and fire- 
men. The fire abounded in thrilling in- 
cidents, but only a few persons were in- 
jured, none seriously. 

Wrecked by Explosion. 

The exploston occurred in the “‘shaving 
of the seven-story factory of the 
manufacturers of cigar 

ribbons, aft 401 to 419 
street. The explosion 
wrecked the tower and demolished the 
roof of the engine house. The cxplesion 
is believed to have been caused by gas 
which foufid its way into the tower. 
The force of the explosion was tremen- 
dous. The disintegrated brick work fell 
on the engine house, crushing it, ond the 
ecneussion of the explicsion cracked the 
tig smokestack—100 feet high. 

Nearly 800 persons were at work in the 
factory at the time of the explosion.

Cowes, January 31, 9 p. m.—A glittering 
crescent of light stretches this evening 
from Cowes to Portsmouth. It consists 
of ten miles of warships, the pick of the 
British, French and German navies. 
These lie at anchor, ready to take their 
part in tomorrow's ceremonies, when the 
navy will pay a last magnificent tribute 
to the sovereign whose reign was marked 
by the greatest naval progress in the his- 
tory of the nation. 

Apart from these peaceful rows and 
rows of the twinkling port lights, sepa- 
rated from each other by only a few 
cable lengths, one might fancy that the 
quiet towns of Cowes and Ryde might be 
undergoing a blockade. The guns sweep 
the shores at short range. At the head 
of the line are the old phkddle-wheel 
royal yachts, their sombre hulls standing 
out in vivid contrast against the huge 
white sides of the Hohenzollern. Then, 
in single column, come the: British bat- 
tleships. Half way to Portsmouth the 
single Hine merges into a stately double 
row, the veBsels of the foreign nations 
and the biggest of the British craft 
lying there and waiting to salute the body 
of England’s lamented queen 

Coffin Leaves in Afternoon. 

It will probably be nearly 4 o’clock to- 
morrow afternoon before the Albert, with 
the royal coffin, leaves Cowes. She will 
steam inside the single line and then 
enter the passage formed by the levia- 
thans. 

The omens for fine weather tomorrow 
are not propitious, but the first thousand 
of spectators are arriving this evening, 
together with soldiers in brilliant uni- 
forms. 

The coffin, which was finally soldered 
this morning and inclosed in the outer 
casket, and the military spectacle will

Maine Man Quotes from Published 
Interview with Mr. Candler 
and Says the Governor 
Had Insulted All the 
Delegates. 


Brunswick, Ga., January 31.—(Special.)— 
The National Maritime Congress today, 
with only one dissenting vote, passed the 
resolution offered by Hon. Edward Brobs- 
ton, of Brunswick, indorsing the ship 
subsidy idea, and this vote was particl- 
pated in by the Brunswick board of trade 
which, through Chairman H. T. Dunn, 
cast the unit vote of the delegation in 
favor of it, 

The feature of this vote is that the 
Brunswick board of trade thus sustained 
Brobston and cast its vote through a 
gentleman who is an appointee, as col- 
lector of customs at this port, of Presi- 
dent McKinley, and who is a member of 
the republican state executive committee. 
The resolution, as offered by Brobston, 
and passed by the congress, was wired to 
President McKinley by Secretary Ogg.

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Washington, January 31.—_The house to- 
day passed the fortifications appropria- 
tion bill and made fine progress with the 
postoffice appropriation bill. During the 
general debate upon the former bill, Mr. 
Lanham, of Texas, delivered a notable 
speech upon the future of the democratic’ 
party, in which he made a strong plea 
for the necessity of a united democracy 
and counselled the burial of the hatchet 
and the welcoming back of those who in 
the last two presidential campaigns have 
declined to support the nominees of the 
party. 

Many amendments were offered to the 
postoffice appropriation bill in the inter- 
est of various classes of postoffice em- 
ployees, but they all went down before 
points of order raised by Mr. Loud, the 
chairman of the postoffice committee, who 
was in charge of the Dill. 

A substitute for the senate resolution 
for counting the electoral votes February 
13th was adopted, the senate measure be- 
ing, it: was explained, an old abrogated 
resolution. 

The house then went into committee of 


the whole aygd took up the fortifications 
bill. Mr. Hemenway, of Indiana, in 


charge of the bill, explained it. It carries 
$7,227,461, being $156,167 less than the cur- 
rent law. 

Mr. Hemenway being questioned close- 
ly as to the appropriation of $100,000 for 
the purchase of the patent on the Isham 
shell and the formula for the manufac- 
ture of ‘’thorite’’ said that the Isham 
shell was undoubtedly the best shell in 
existence for firing high explosives.

He reviewed the 
lines of cleavage between the party with 
a view to ascertaining whether there was 
not a common ground:upon which the va- 
rious elements in the party could be re- 
united for a future purpose. He offered 
his stggestion, he said, in a pacific spir- 
it to ascertain whether the gulf between 
the elements was impassable. The gold 
democrats, he said, who bore none of the 
sears of battle, now with unbridled audac- 
ity did not propose to return like the 
prodigal son in humility, but came de-

manding as a condition of their return 
that thev should head the procession. 
They offered very freely their unsolicited 
advice. The talk of the reorganization of 
the democratic party, he said, was pue- 
rile and unkind; the talk of changing the 
name of the party was distasteful to the 
rank and file. The democratic party had 
suffered defeat many times, but it would 
survive as long as free institutions did. 

The talk of shelving Mr. Bryan, he said, 
was premature. He had fallen with his 
back to the field and his feet to the foe. 
He was a splendid American citizen and a 
democrat. It was improbable that he 
would ever again aspire to the nomina- 
tion, but it was too early to discuss the 
candidates of the future. He pointed 
to the strength of the republican party, 
which, he said, was founded upon the sub- 
ordinaticm of the indiviaual to the main 
purposes of the organization.

WASHED HIS HANDS 
OF SHIP CONGRESS 
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GOVERNOR ALLEN D. CANDLER. 
He Vigorously Defends His ‘Action in Calling the Maritime Con- 
Drunswick. 
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(Governor Candler Asserts that Action Taken at 
Brunswick Did Not Voice the Sentiment 
of the Democrats of Georgia. 


HE sensational reports which came 
- to the city vesterday with regard to 
the proceedings and actions of the 
maritime congress at Brunswick natural- 
ly attracted considerable attention among 
the friends of Governor Candler, who 
were aware of his attitude toward it. 

The governor, whore name was signed 
to the call for the convention on the 
understanding that it was to be a busi- 
ness affair and not political, has natur- 
ally been somewhat indignant over the 
action of those people of Brunswick who 
insisted on turning it into a political 
meeting. 

Up to yesterday the governor had had 
nothing to say with regard to the con- 
gress; but after the reports of its actions 
and discussions reached the city, he did 
not hesitate.to. express himself freely. 
There is the intiniatién fi what the gov- 
ernor says that those who brought the 
matter of the congfess to his attention, 
broke faith with him, or that they lost 
control of the scheme which they them- 
selves originated. The governor says 
he could not longer countenance a con- 
gress that was to be “prostituted to par- 
tisan purposes.”’ 

Governor Candler dismisses the attack 
of young Mr. Sewall in a few words, 
deeming it beneath his notice. The ac- 
tion of this congress, ehe asserts, is not 
the action of the people of Georgia, nor 
does it express or voice their sentiments, 

The governor asserts that interviews 
with regard to this matter, purporting to 
have come from him, heretofore puab- 
lished, are altogether without foundation, 
and that the statement herewith is the 
first that he has made upon the subject. 
When asked about the matter, the gov- 
ernor said: 

What Governor Candler Says. 

“Yes, I signed the call for the congress 
at the instance of the board of trade of 
the city of Brunswick. It was my un- 
derstanding that its object was in a 
general way to stimulate an interest in 
American shipping and in ship-building at 
the south, and especially to bring into 
more prominent notice Brunswick and her 
magnificent harbor and her possibilities. 
I desired to promote in a legitimate way 
the growth and prosperity of a Georgia 
town. But when I saw that the con- 
gress was to be prostituted to partisan 
purposes and that an effort would proba- 
bly be made to indorse the ship subsidy 
bill now pending in the senate, I washed 
my hands of the whole matter. I did not 
care to countenance further a convention 
which, it had become evident, was to be 
taken possession of by republican politi- 
cians from other states and their allies, 
for the purpose of passing resolutions en- 
dorsing an jniquitous méasure detrimen- 
tal to the {nterest of the people of Geor- 
gia and the great body of the common 
people all over the country, and benefi- 
cial only to those who will put money 
into their own pockets by the passage of 
the bill. 

“The idea that a convention composed 
of delegates from other states, 
self-constituted, and hav- 
ing pecuniary interests in the subsidy 
scheme, voices tie sentiment of the peo- 
ple of Georgia, is too absurd for a serious 
thought, and any effort to use the action 
of such a body as the voice of the people 
of Georgia in aid of Senator Hanna's 
ship subsidy scheme, is ridiculous. The 
people of this state are now—as always 
in the past—opposed to subsidies and 
bounties and protective tariffs, and every 
other: device which, under the form of 
law, “ob the many to enrich the few; 
and the Georgia delegation in congress are 
in this matter in perfect accord with me 
and with their constituents.” 

Mr. Sewall Dismissed. 

“What about Mr. Sewall’s attack on you 
today in the congress? Have you read 
it?’ was asked. 

“Yes, my attention was called to it this 
afternoon. If he was quoted as incor- 
rectly as I have been on the same sub- 
ject, there is nothing in what he said 
that demands notice from me. If he is 
-“oted correctly, his utterances are in his 
own words ‘malignant and libellous’ and 
beneath my contempt. The action of the 
congress in indorsing the ~ending ship 
subsidy bill shows that my suspicion that 
it was to be taken possession of by those 
who are to profit by that scheme, was 
well founded. But these men do not 
speak the voice of the people of Georgia. 
The people of this state are opposed to 
any scheme, the object of which is to re-

Forty Thousand Regulars in Islands 
at Present Must Be Increased 
to 60,000 by July 1—To 
Enlist Many of the 
Natives. 


Washington, January 31.—In anticipation 
of the passage of the army reorganization 
bill, the war department has issued pre- 
paratory orders for the transportation 
of 5,200 regular troops to the Philippines 
to replace an equal number of volunteers. 
The soldiers to be sent ¢o the Philipnines 
first include eight troops of the Fifth cav- 
alry, eight companies of the Tenth infan- 
try. eight companies of the Eleventh. in- 
fantry and the provisional hattalion of 
troops at San Francisco. There are now 
about 2,000 re¢ruits at San Francisco 
awaiting transportation to Manila and 
thé number will be. increased as rapidly 
as the recruiting officers {n various parts 
of the-country can obtain the necessary 
material. 

There are now about 40,000 regular troops 
in the Philippines and the problem ccn- 
fronting the military authorities is how 
to increase that number to 60,000 by the 


Ist of July, ‘when the entire volunteer | 


army of 35,000 must be discharged. Ad- 
vantage will be taken of the provision of 
the pending army bill authorizing the re- 
cruitment of 12,000 native Filipinos. 

In that event only 10,000 reinforcements 
will be required from the United States 
immediately. The most sanguine officers 
of the war department do not expect mtre 
than three or four thousand of the vol- 


unteer troops to re-enlist for serv:ce in

g City Governments. 


Manila, January 31.—The act-organiging 
municipal governments in the Philippines 
Was passed by the United States commis- 
sion today after the adoption of amend- 
ments, including a provision disqualifying 
from voting and holding office any per- 
gon who after April Ist is in arms sgainst, 
or aiding those opposing the United States 
authority. The power to review e!tection 


‘irregularities is transferred from the gov- 


ernor of the province to the election 
judges. <A proposition is added for re- 
turns and records of births, marriages 
and deaths. The president’s symbol of 
office is designated as a gold-headed tas- 
gel cane. 

The provincial government bill has been 
completed. The provincial bill provides 
for a governor, a secretary of the treas- 
ury, a supervisor and a fiscal. The of- 
ficers may be American or Filipinos. The 
governor is to be elected by the joint bal- 
lot of the councillors of the organized 
towrehip and his election must be con- 
firmed by the Philippine commission. The 
other provincial officers will be appointed 
by the commission, under the restrictions 
of the civil service rules. 


REVOLUTION IS ON THE WANE 


Claimed That Peace Will Soon Be 
Restored in Venezuela. 


Washington, January 31.—A report from 
Minister Loomis at Caracas, dated today, 
indicates that the revolution is near an 
end in the opinion of the Venezuelan 
government. in view of a decisive victory 
gained over the revolutionists near Ca- 
ruapano. Another battle is reported to 
have occurred recently near La Cuevas, 
in which both sides lost several hundred 
men, 

The Venezuelan government has de- 
clined to prevent the local officials in the 
province of Bermudez from acting to- 
ward the taking possession of the New 
York-Bermudez concession at Pitch lake 
and these local officials have demanded 
the surrender of the arms and. ammuni- 
tion belonging to the asphalt people. 


Dublin Residence Burns. 


Dublin, Ga., January 31.—(Special.)— 
This afternoon at 4:30 o'clock the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Eugenia A, Hocks was 
entirely destroyed by fire. About half 
of the furniture was saved. The resi- 
defice was valued at $3,000 and the furnl- 
ture $2,000.

OFFICER KILLED 
WHILE ON DUTY 


Policeman Osborne, of Colum- 
bus, Shot Down, 


HE HAD MADE AN ARREST 


A Shot Was Heard and an Officer 
Was Found Dying on the Side- 
walk—Man Who Was Un- 
der Arrest Suspected 
of Murder. 


Columbus, Ga., January 31.—(Special.)— 
Officer N. G. Osborn, one of the most 
popular members of the Columbus police 
force, was shot to death tonight at ll 
o’dlock while taking John McGough, of 
Glenpnville, Ala., out of a disreputable 
house on Eighth street. McGough, who is 
about thirty-five years of age and unmar- 
ried, a member of a prominent Russell 
county family, came here a day or two 
ago and has been buying stock. He plan- 
ned to go home this afternoon, but instead 
stayed over and tonight went to the house 
of Madam Jessie Joseph. He was drink- 
ing and inclined to be disorderly and the 
woman sent out for a policeman to take 
him out. 

Officer Osborne came and McGough con- 


not have him under arrest. but was 
simply leading him out. Just as the side- 
walk was reached the women heard a 
shot and, rushing out, saw Osborn on the 
edge of the walk. McGough shot him 
once, the bullet entering near the collar- 
bong and severing his jugular vein. Mc- 
Gough then ran off, but ‘was captured at 11 
o’clock. 

Officer Thedford, who was around the 
corner, rushed up to find Osborn gasping 
for breath. The officer had got his pistol 
out and cocked it, but was unable to use 
it, and it was laying by his side. He was 
carried inside the house, where he died 
in a few minutes. He was unable to make 
a statemenf. 

The coroner was sent for, but was sick 
ayd an inquest is being held by a justice 
of the peacé. 

No one saw the shooting so far as is 
known, but every circumstances points to 
McGough being the party who fired the 
shot, : 

The shooting was wholly unexpected by 
the women, and evidently by the officer. 
McGough said something while in the 
house aboyt killing the officer, but those 
who heard him merely thought his words 
the incoherent ramblings of a drunken 
man. : 

Osborn was forty-one years of age and 
leaves a wife and six chiiddren. He was 
born in Stewart county, Georgia. Mc- 
Gough was captured at another disreput- 
able house, He claims to remember noth- 
ing of the shooting. There was one blank 
cartridge in his pistol. The inquest was 
begun tonight-and will be sontinued - to- 
morrow. 


MR. FERRIS HAS HIS LIBERTY 


Was Jailed on a Charge of Stealing 
Diamonds. 

Savannah, Ga., January 31.—(Special.)— 
R. L. Ferris, formerly of Atlanta, who 
has been in the poiice barracks since 
Jaruary 23d, was released from custody 
this morning by Recorder Myrick. Ferris 
was arrested at the instance of Jeweler 
Greenfield, of Beaufort, who charged him 
with stealing $300 worth of diamonds and 
$30 in cash. Ferris was employed in Beau- 
fort and boarded with the family of Mr. 
Greerfield. On January 2ist he left Beau- 
fort and caine to Savannah, and simulta- 
neously with his disappearance the f2m- 
ily missed the diamcnds and cash. Mr. 
Greenfield came to Savannah, tocated Fer- 
ris and notified police headquarters. All 
the jewelry was recovered and restored 
to Mr. Greenfield. In the meantime steps 
were taken to have Ferris extradited to 
Beaufort and requisticn papers were or- 
dered. 

Today counse} for Ferris appeared be- 
fore the recorder and demanded that his 
client either have an examination or a 
discharge, as no warrent or exiradition 
papers had been issued, as the prisoner 
had been detained long enough to enable 
those who desired to prosecute the case 
to secure requisition papers, and as the 
sheriff of Beaufort had shown no great 
eagerness to have the case pushed, Re- 
corder Myrick discharged Ferris. 


ARE CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


Arrest of a White Man and a Negro 
Woman. 

Augusta, Ga., January 31.—(Special.)— 
The sheriff today arrested a white man, 
S. Martin, superintendent of a portable 
saw mill, now working near Allen’s sta- 
tion, on the Central railroad, in this 
county, and a negro woman named Rachel 
Cotton, who are suspected of having part 
in the murder of the negro Matthey Riley, 
whose body was found in a well. At the 
time the murder is sunposed to have been 
committed the saw mill was at work in 
that vicinity and these suspected parties 
were there. Both parties deny all knowl- 
edge of the murder, but are in jail await- 
ing investigation. *

CRITICISE THE INSPECTORS 


Alabama Iegislators Report Their 
, Investigation of the Convict 
Board—Say Stricter Reg- ° 
ulations Bhould Be 
Made. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Two rather sensational things hap- 
pened in the house today. The joint com- 
mittee which sat during the recess and 
investigated the affairs of the convict 
system, made its report. The committee 
worked with all diligence and its report 
is exceedingly voluminous, there being 
hundreds of pages of evidence accompany- 
ing it. Its general trend is to criticise 
rather harshly the methods of the pres- 
ent board of convict inspectors and to 
recommend fthat stricter regulations be 
thrown around the administration of the 
department. The report intimates that 
some of the officers of the department 
have used vegetables and feedstuffs from 
the state farms for their personal uses 
without having reimbursed the treasury 
for the value of the articles. The friends 
of the officials insist that they have made 
thousands of dollars of profits to the 
state that their predecessors failed to 
make, and insist that the committee’s in- 
vestigation smacks of political partisan- 
ship. The report will be further consid- 
ered by the assembly. 

Gunnel’s Bill Passes. 

Mr. Gunnell’s bill to increase the county 
school term throughout the state from 
three to five months came up for discus- 
sion. Mr. Gunnell developed the fact to 
the house that the school appropriation 
had been more than doubled in three 
years, and that instead of spending the 
surplus in increased salaries for teachers 
it was better to give the children the 
benefit directly. After some discussion 
the bill was passed by a vote of 73 to 5. 
This is considered to, be a long step-in the 
d-rection of public education in Alabama. 

The bill providing for the removal of 
the county site of Baldwin from Daphne 
to Bay Minette, which passed the house 
at the last session, came up in the senate 
today and was unanimously passed. All 
that it now needs to make it a law is the 
signature of the governor. 

The house committee appears to have 
set down upon the severa! bills proposed 
by the Alabama Press Association, one 
of which requires that all the county 
advertising shall be done in the county 
newspapers instead of posting in conspic- 
uous places, ete,, and that all of the 
public printing for the county officials 
shall be done by firms residing in the 
state. It is understood that the house 
committee stood 6 to 2 In favor of re- 
porting ‘the biits adversely, but out of 
consideration for Chairman Doster and 
Mr. Leath, of the committee, both of 
whom are newspaper men, the bills were 
reported without recommendation. About 
15,000 bills have already been introduced 
into the house. 


PRODIGAL SONS OF

turned his back upon his old party as- 
sociates. Mr. Lanham said of Mr. Cleve- 
land and other democrats, whose abilities 
no one could deny, really believed that a 
defeat to their party was necessary to 
bring it back to its old moorings, those 
who had stood fast by the party’s candi- 
dates and platform might show charity 
Those of the democrats who had left the 
party in 1896, but who returned in 1900, 
had been welcomed with open arms. He 
had welcomed the return of Hill, Olney, 
Cockran and the others who had rallied 
to the rescue of the republic in the rea 
cent campaign. (Democratic applause.) 

Divided, the democrats could not suc- 
ceed. The party had split up on the silver 
question. Mr. Lanham pointed out that 
no matter how firm the silver democrats 
stood to their faith in the present condi- 
tiohs, the hope of bimetallism would be 
long delayed. If it should turn out that 
the silver question should not be a dis- 
turbing question in the next convention, 
what obstacle ~ as there to a complete re- 
union? If those who had departed should 
return, not to absorb, but to reassoclate 
themselves with us, said Mr. Lanham, 
why should not they be received? But 
they must come prepared to subscribe to 
the cardinal doctrine of the party—acquli- 
escence in the will of the majority. 

Exhorted Prodigal To Return. 

Several verses which Mr. Lanham re- 
cited, exhorting the return of the prodi- 
gal son, raised\a laugh on the republican 
side. He concluded as follows: 

“To correct wrongs and restore to the 
American people the joys of saivation, 
the heritage the fathers gave us, is the 
mission of the democratic party. When 
called to such, what man who ever loved 
democracy can refrain to obey the sum- 
mons? To the execution of this mission 
mav we all devote every energy and in- 
fluence of which we are capable, and may 
it engage all our powers to reinstate dem- 
ocratic supremacy in this great republic.” 

Mr. Lanham was loudly applauded and 
congratulated by the democrats when he 
concluded. 

The fortifications bill was passed and 
the postoffice appropriation bill was 
taken up. 

Mr. woud explained the measure, which 
he said carried $122,782,688, being $1,515,339 
more than the estimates. and $9,124,450 
more than the appropriation for the cur- 
rent year.

VIRGINIA LEGISLATORS 


HAD INTERESTING DAY 


Richmond, January 31.—(Special.)—The 
general assembly devoted practically the 
whole of today’s session to considering 
the constitutional convention bills. These 
measures were up in both branches. There 
was no decisive action in elther. The 
subject on which there was most dis- 
cussion was the basis of representation. 
The sentiment of both sides of the cap- 
itol seemed to favor a convention of 
about one hundred membera. Perhaps 
the most popular idea is to give two del- 
egates for each senator and twenty either 
from the state at large or from sections 
which have shown the greatest increase 
in population. 

An interesting feature of the day was 
the adoption, by the senate, of a resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Tyler, a son of Pres- 


ident Tyler, relative to the celebration of 4 


the 300th anniversary of the first perma- 
nent English settlement at Jamestown. 
The anniversary occurs May 13, 1907. The 
resolution calls on the members of con- 
gress to urge the president to all he can 
toward having the time officially recog- 
nized by the national government. This 
is in line with a movement put on foot by 
the Association for the Preservation of 
Virginia Antiquities. 

The Todd bill, making kidnaping a cap- 
tal offense in Virginia, was passed by the 
house. It was first amended so as to pro- 
vide that if any person, whether a child 
or not, shall be held for ransom, the_per- 
son or persons detaining them shafl be 
punished by imprisonment or in the dis- 
cretion of the jury, by death.

TEXANS TALK WAS 
RATHER LIVELY 


It Was Caused by a Resolution in the 
House 


INVITING MR. HOGG TO SPEAK 


Ex-Governor Had Failed To Appear 
Before Committee. 


THIS DID NOT PLEASE MEMBERS 


When Resolution Was Offered for 
Him To Speak in House Hall 
the Fun Began. 


Austin, Texas, January 31.—The house 
this morning had rather a lively tilt over 
an invitation inviting ex-Governor Hogg 
to address the house on the amendments 
now pending before the committee. A day 
or so ago Governor Hogg ann-unced that 
he would speak on these amengments At 
the opera house and his friends in the 
house concluded they would invite him to 
speak in the hall of representatives. The 
resolution precipitated a long debate dur- 
ing which it was charged that Governor 
Hogg had been tnvited before the com- 
mittee, but for reasons best known to 
himself he declined to come. That if Gov- 
ernor Hogg desired an audience on these 
amendments he should go before the com- 
mittee the same as any one else. 

One of the committees on the constitu- 
tional amendments announced that it has 
granted five hours on each side to discuss 


the amendments but no oné is willing to 


show up an advocacy of them. 

During the debate on the constitution 
much feeling was manifested and it was 
clearly evidenced that the housé members 
had taken offense at the campaign state- 
ments of Governor Hogg, that any one 
who opposed the amendments were “‘yel- 
low curs.” 

The discussion waxed so warm that the 
consideration of the resolution ran up 
against the special order and it had to 
go over until tomorrow without final ac- 
tion. 

The house passed the _ senate bill, 
granting intersuburban railroads the right 
to condemn the right of way, the same as 
railroads. <A bill was introduced in the 
house, lookin~ to the readjustment of all 
municipal affairs in Galveston by grant- 
ine the city a new charter which gives the 
governor the right to appoint a com- 
mission of five citizens, who shall be au- 
thorized to refund the present indebted- 
ness of the city and.to issue additional 
bonds, for the purpose of raising the city 
above the calamitious overflow line. 

A bill was introduced in the house pro- 
viding for the levying of a special tax for 
the maintainence of the university of Tex- 
as, the same not to exceed two cents on 
the one hundred dollars property valua- 
tion.

Frederick William, will take precedence 
next to and after the crown heads. In 
view of the duke of Cornwall and York 
being unable to attend, his eldest son is 
expected to take the place in the proces- 
sion originally allotted to the heir ap- 
parent. 

The saloon carriage in which it is in- 
tended to convey the coffin to Victoria 
station has arrived at Portsmouth. The 
interior is lined with white silk with 
broad purple stripes extending vertically 
from the roof to the floor, which is car- 
peted with grey felt. The bier stands in 
the center of the carriage, completely en- 
shrouded with purple. 

Procession from Osborne. 

The following is the official order of 
the procession from Osborne to Cowes: 

At 1:6 p. m.-the coffin will be borne 
from Osborne house by His Majesty's 
Highlanders and will be placed on a gun 
carriage. The Queen’s company of the 
Grenadiers Guards will be drawn up fac- 
ing the entrance, will present arms and 
then wheel about and open outward, 
formine a double rank, through which 
the gun carriage will pass. This escort 
will march on either side of the coffin 
outside of the equerries. The households 
of her late majesty, of King Edward, 
Queen Alexandra and of the other mem- 
bers of the royal family will follow in the 
procession after the members of the royai 
family. .

complain, but yesterday, after making 
an attack upon a gentleman of Bruns- 
wick (referring to srobston), and a 
member of this conventron, in particu- 
lar, and after including in this attack 
the local board of trade of this city, 
he goes on to make an attack upon 
the members of this congress, and 
such an attack that I am not willing 
to leave here and cannot leave main- 
taining myself respect without reply- 
ing tu. The governor goes on to say, 
after referring to the local board of 
trade, and to a gentleman one of its 
members, and a delegate to this con- 
venticn, in which he stated: “That if 
he chooses to desert the democratic 
party and join the republican ranks in 
support of one of the most iniquitous, 
corrupt and infamous measures which 
republicans ever tried to foilst U n 
the American public, I cannot help it. 

Thus spoke Governor Candler this 
morning when he was asked what he 
thought of the selection of Mr. Brobs- 
ton to deliver the address of welcome 
at the maritime congress in Brunswick 
in behalf of the Brunswick board of 
trade. The governor said that any 
person who supported the measure 
was—speaking of the ship sub 
—really nothing but a puppet of Sena- 
tor Mark A. Hanna, the big boss of 
the republican machine and the man- 
ufacturer of presidents and national 
policies. This ship subsidy business, 
continued the governor, is a scheme to 
rob the people for the shipbuilder. If 
the government gives an_ individual 
$1,000, it takes it from some one else 
to do it. If the measure becomes a 
law, then the taxpayers will be in real- 
ity giving just so much money to the 
shipbuilders. Now, not perhaps, by 
name, but so plain that he who rung 
may read, this congress has met and 
has indorsed the policy of government 
aid to this great national industry. 
For years those of us who have been 
connected with shipbuilding and our 
merchant marine, many of you vete- 
rans upon this floor, much longer than 
I, have been working and laboring 
honestly and earnestly in the interest 
of the building of our shipping inter- 
est, the greatest promoter of all to 
commerce. At One time one measure 
has been advocated and defeated, and 
at another time another. 

Some years ago in the face of. many 
difficulties the president of the present 
United States senate called together a 
congress of the representative men of 
the United States interested in ships 
and shipping, who devoted their lives 
and energies in this great work of im- 
provement and national betterment, 
and after calling them together an- 
nounced to them that it was improb- 
able that a measure be formulated 
that would meet the abproval of all, 
but that each should yield something, 
and shypuld be prepared to make such 
concession and to frame such a Dill as 
would meet the exigencies of the oc- 
casion and afford relief for the great 
evil existing, and thus, composed of 
as honorable men and as intelligent as 
any, this congress entered upon its 
deliberations. (Applause.) And the 
result of their deliberations is the 
pending bill before the United States 
senate, which, I am assured, will pass 
that body at the present session, Now, 
gentlemen, pictured here by the gov- 
ernor of this state as the copartner 
in a nefarious crime, it is not natural, 
and it would rot be possible, for me 
to leave Brunswick with all the happy 
associations engendered by her open- 
handed hospitality, without making the 
defense I have in favor of as honest 
and honorable men, working for the 
common good of the whole people, as 
can be found anywhere—men who 
would not extend an invitation and 
then insult their guests—and as a 
member of this convention, I fell cail- 
ed upon to say that I have the satts- 
faction of knowing, which will go far 
to overcame the unpleasant feature 
of this attack by your governor, that 
what has been done by this convention 
has “been tlone only after the most 
careful deliberation upon the part of 
its members. 

This congress was ¢alled by a south- 
ern man, and speech has been ag free 
in it as has been the hospitality ex- 
tended to us by the citizens of your 
town. It has been controlled by south- 
ern men, its delegates being from the 
south—only about four 6Y us here com- 
ing as distinctly northern men—and I 
feel no hesitancy in saying that the 
south has_spoken truth in conference 
and has Spoken so significantly that 
for years to come the utterances of 
this comparatively small gathering 
will be referred to and quoted and 
this and other nationa! questions will 
feel its influence. 


What Brobston Says. 

Mr. Brobston, in an interview on the 
passing of this resolution, says: “The ac- 
tion of this congress, controlled by south- 
ern men, is a bugle call to fall in line; 
the south is on the move. We respect the 
traditions of the past, but we must grap- 
ple with the problems of today. The 
democratic party, which for half a cen- 
tury was the constructive party, became 
for the time the destructive party, and 
then became the obstructive party. Its 
mission now is to become the instructive 
party, and strike out on new lines, and I 
believe it is going to do so, and the next 
national convention will be controlled by 
the south. Heretofore we have furnish- 
ed the votes. while the north and the 
west have shaped the policy and fur- 
nished the conditions. I do not believe 
this will continue much longer. I mean 
to stay in the democratic party lines and 
advocate the measures I believe ifn.” 

In an exclusive interview with your cor- 
respondent at the hotel tonight, Mr. Sew- 
all said, in regard to his speech: 

“T think it was a cowardly action on the 
governor’s part in inviting us here and 
then insulting us. If he had wanted to 
strike us, why did he not come to Bruns- 
wick and stand on the floor. We did not 
expect such treatment and are surprised, 
to say the least, at his action.”’ 

President Aiken, of the Brunswick 
board of trade, who made the motion that 
the speech of Mr. Sewall be made part of 
the record of the congress, said: 

“If Governor Candler has been correctly 
reported, he has made a grave mistake. 
In attacking the Brunswick board of 
trade so bitterly I believe he has hurt 
himself more than he has hurt us, and I 
am sorry for his sake that he i& thus 
quoted.” 

When Mr. Sewall concluded there was a 
great deal of applause, but not one voice 
was raised in Governor Candler’s behalf. 

The trip to Jekyl island tendered the 
delegates this afternoon was one of the 
most enjoyable features of the congress.

BY BARRICADES 


Mrs, Carrie Nation Found Sa- 
Joonists at Topeka Entrenched, 


SHE BEGGED THEM TO QUIT 


She Told Them If ‘They Didn’t She 
Would Return and Smash Ev- 
ery Saloon in City—Bar- 
tenders Seemed To Be 
Greatly Moved. 


Topeka, Kansas, January 31.—Mrs. Car- 
rie Nation, armed with a new hatchet, 
started on a crusade against the Topeka 
saloons at 8:30 o’clock this morning. She 
called on five. The first visit was to the 
Apex, the finest saloon in the city, but no 
damage was done. She was put out of the 
place. She said she merely wanted to 
lecture. However, if voilence was shown 
her she intended getting in her work. She 
did no violence at the other four saloons. 
A crowd of several hundred people fol- 
lowed her down the street, most of whom 
were sympathizers. The police tried to 
arrest her, but the crowd prevented. Mrs. 
Nation says the Lord’s mission to her is 
to “clear out all joints in Topeka before 
leaving,’’ will be fulfilled and if the. au- 
thorities do not suppress the joints she 
will smash them, using rocks and stones. 

Talks to Saloon Men. 

When Mrs. Nation appeared at the dif- 
ferent ‘‘joints’’ the owners stood back 
of the barricaded doors and waited an at- 
tack. She begged them to let her in, that 
she might talk to them, promising not 
to harm anything. But they were afraid 
of her and would not open the doors. 
Nothing daunted, she talked at them, af- 
ter this fashion: 

“I am sorry for you, boys. You look’ so 
much ashamed of yourselves. I'm not 
mad at you, boys. I’m not hating you a 
bit, even when I come around with my 
hatchet. I’m treating you just as I would 
treat one of my own boys if I found him 
with something that would do him harm. 

‘But, boys, you must not stay in this 
buisness any longer. I give you fair 
warning. Just you close up and get out 
of this business. You are harming your- 
selves and other boys and I won't let you 
do it. If you don’t get out of this boys I'll 
be around in a few days and just break up 
your wicked little shops for you.’’ 

Saloon Men Moved. 

The saloon men seemed to be strongly 
moved by the talk Mrs. Nation gave them. 

Mrs. Nation made a short talk to a class 
at Washburn college this morning, speak- 
ing to the boys about cigarettes and cli- 
gars. In the chapel of the college a min- 
ister was speaking. Mrs. Nation regard- 
ed him for a while. then leaned over to a 
man near her and gaid: , 

**‘Won’t you ask the man on the stage to 
let me speak to these boys about five 
minutes? He’s been giving them too 
much chaff. I want to give them a few 
grains of wheat.” 

But she was not permitted to talk. 


BLEGANT MANSION IS BURNED 


Residence of Judge Cantrill in Ken- 
tucky Destroyed. 

Lexington, Ky., January 31.—(Special.) 
Fire destroyed the elegant mansion of 
Judge and Mrs. James E. Cantrill, at 
Georgetown today. The residence was 
one of the finest in central Kentucky, 
being of old style architecture and hav- 
ing been furnished with the costliest of 
furniture and bric-a-brac obtained dur- 
ing years of travel by Judge and Mrs. 
Cantrill. The residence was insured for 
$14,000 and the furnishings for $4,000. It 
is estimated that the loss is $45,000. Judge 
Cantrill is one of the best known mf 
in Kentucky. He was presiding judge 
in the trials of men accused with the 
assassination of William Goebel last Jan- 
uary, and at present is candidate for 
United States senator to the place of 
William Lindsay. 

The residence was on Main street, sur- 
rounded by fine -oak trees, making it 
one of the most ideal dwellings to be 
found in the state. The fire originated 
in the apartments of Miss. Sadie Cecil, 
the insane sister of Mrs. Cantrill, and 
it is feared that she may have started 
the fire during a fit, resulting from her 
mental trouble. Miss Cecil was for 
months unmanageable, and at the East- 
ern Kentucky asylum here two years 
ago was forced into the straight jacket 
for discipline. She is computed to pe 
worth more than a haif million dollars, 
and it was on account of the distasteful 
treatment by the asylum’ authorities 
that caused Mrs. Cantrill to take hes into 
her home, where she has been confined 
gince. Miss Cecil had a penchant for lav- 
ishing her weaih at hotels, and upon 


‘one occasion she furnished a flat in New 


York city at the outlay of many thou- 
gand dollars.

Dr. Horman, Wife and Son Arrested 
at Cincinnati. 


WROTE ANONYMOUS LETTERS 


At Least, That Is the Accusation 
Made Against Them. 


THEY ARE IMPLICATED IN CUDAHY AFFAIR 


Detectives Think the Arrests Will 
Throw Light on the Kidnaping* 
Case. 


Cincinnati, January 31.—A sensational 
arrest for attempted blackmail was made 
here today. The persons arrested are 
Dr. Fred 8. Horman, his wife, Dr. Adah 
S. Horman and her son by a former mar- 
riage, Clyde Sheehan. The intended vic- 
toms of the alleged attempt at black- 
mail are Howard Douglas, a leading at- 
torney, prominent in Pythian circles, 
being past supreme chancellor of the 
world in that organization, his wife and 
Dr. Crank, his family physician. Dr. 
Horman has been for twenty-five years 
confidential secretary and office man for 
Mr. Douglas, and is a fellow member in 
the same castle in the Knights of 
Pythias. 

The form of blackmail alleged to have 
been attempted was the writing of anony- 
mous letters to Mr. and Mrs. Douglass 
and Dr. Crank, demanding money for the 


the writer said would ruin them if made 
public. The amount of money demanded 
was $7,000. It was to be placed in the 
hands of Mr. Horman, and at a 
signal, placed in the _ office’ win- 
dow, when the _ writer who gave 
the name finally of J. W. Morrison, 
would call and receive it, 

These letters were placed in the hands 
of postoffice inspectors. In some way 
suspicion pointed to Horman and marked 
postage stamps were placed on his desk. 
These were found on some of the letters 
‘sent to the intended victims. The pris- 
oners were brought before United States 
Commissioner Adler for a _ preliminary 
hearing. 

Police inspectors are here from Chicago 
to compare the handwriting of letters 
sent to Edward Cudahy with reference 
to the kidnaping of his son with that of 
the letters in this case. 

Dr. Horman was released on $3,000 bail 
and his wife and son on $2,000 each. The 
hearing was set for next Wednesday 
morning, so as to give the detectives and 
others time to prepare the case. It ‘s 
understood that there will be some very 
sensational developments, and the au- 
thorities of this city as well as of Chi- 
eago and Omaha still think that the ar- 
rest will throw some light on the Cudahy 


7 kidnaping at Omaha. 


The arrest of Dr. Ada Sheehan Horman, 
her husband aad her son, Clyde Sheehan, 
here today on a charge of trying to secure 
money by extortion and threats, has led 
to the discovery of a letter in Mrs. Hor- 
man’s room which is said to be in th? 
same handwriting as the ‘‘Eloise T’’ let- 
ters sent to Mrs. Cudahy in Omaha offer- 
ing to reveal the kidnaper of Eddie Cud- 
ahy for money. The letter found todiy 


reads as follows: 

“Cincinnati, O., December 29.—Mrs. A. 
E. Cudahy, Omaha, Neb—Dear Madam: I 
am going to write to you as woman to 
woman. First, you saw our hand, second, 
you will be warned this evening of what 
is in store if we are not satisfied that we 
are safe. 

‘“‘Now, I wrote to your husband on Sun- 
day last and stated our terms as to waat 
we wanted, or what I wanted. First, if 
you agreed to the terms named in that 
letter and this one, I can give you my 
wori that your children will be safe for 
all time to come. And I hope and trust 
we may come to terms and settle this 
matter once and for all. 

‘Now, as I told Mr. Cudahy in my let- 
ter to him for a monetary consideraiion 
named herein later we will put you in 
possession of absolute proof that: will 
convict the abductors of your son aid 
will secure the safety of your beloved 
daughter. You can/:never get these proofs 
ary other way. They are letters that 
passed between the principals of this af- 
fair relative to it and other proofs that 
will surprise you. 

‘Now, my terms, as I told your hus- 
band, are $5,000, as follows: $1,000 in $100 
bills, $1,000 in $50, $2,000 in $200, $1,000 in $10, 
this to be sent by express to a well 
known business man whom I will desig- 
nate. Also will send you an order to 
send him, he to deliver the money without 
any qvestion upon presentation of dupli- 
cate order. Then I want fifty-six hours 
to arrange things and change the bills. 
At the end of that time an A. D. T. mes- 
senger will deliver you all the proof you 
require. 

“Second. No detectives or police to 
elther follow or watch this messenger un- 
der any circumstances, for, although you 
might get him, you would get no informa- 
tion, for he krows nothing about any- 
thing.”’

Teller and Pettigrew Assert Hor- 
rible Cruelties Are Prac- 
liced in Philippines, 


HORRORS OF WATER CURE 
ARE RELATED BY TELLER 


Charges Made During Debate on the 
Conference Report on Army 
Bill—Hoar Says Methods 
of George III Are 
Being Used. 


Washington, January 31.—After ar 
evemytful legislative experience, beginning 
with present session of congress and 
covering about two months, the bill for 
the reorganization of the army today 
passed its last stage in congress and now 
goes to the president for his signature. 
The final step was taken in the senate. 
where, by a vote of 33 to 25, the confer- 
ence report on the bill was agreed to. 
The house of representatives already had 
agreed to the report. Opposition to the 
bill continued to be vigorously expressed, 
Mr. Teller making an extended speech in 
criticism of the war department apd of 
the measure in general. An opposition 
developed on the republican side to the 
report based on the alleged freedom 
which the conferees had taken in intro- 
ducing new provisions. On the final vote 
several republican senators voted with 
the democrats against the report. 

The shipping bill was discussed during 
the latter part of the day and some 
progress was made on amendments. A 
speech by Mr. Rawlins, of Utah, against 
the bill was in progress at the clyse of 
the day. Mr. Chandler announced that 
a night session would be moved tomorrow 
to advance the bill to its final stages. 

Alleged Suppression of Facts. 
--Mr, Pettigrew. called attention to the 
failure of the’ senate to pass his resolu- 
tions of inquiry as to the Philippine 
situation. He charged that the battle of 
February 4th was ordered from Washing- 
ton and that only such fac¢ts were given 
out as suited the purpose of the party in 
power. He also charged that, notwith- 
standing, the instructions to the Paris 
commission had been sent to the senate 
in gecret, the president had quoted co- 
piously from them in his letter of ac- 
ceptance, omitting such portions as did 
pot suit his purpose. | 
..‘And yet,’”’ he said, ‘the senate refuses 
to make the document public.” 

He also charged that General MacAr- 
thur’s report had been suppressed for 
partisan purvoses, and that the reports of 
the Taft commission were colored upon 
orders from Washington to fit the emer- 
gency. He took especial exception to the 
provision in the bill authorizing the en- 
listment of Filipinos. 

Mr. Pettigrew presented an article by 
Sixto Lopez.- which Mr. Pettigrew said 


‘refuted some of the official literature on 


the diversity of tribes. The article gave 
in details the tribal organizations, the 
inter-relations of the tribes and the en- 
lightenment and education of a great 
part of the Filipinos. Other Filipinos’ 
documents were read, alleging that their 
forces when captured were exposed to 
extreme tortures, despite the official or- 
ders that civilized methods of warfare 
be pursued. The unalterable purpose of 
continuing the war until liberty was se- 
cured was set forth at length. 

Mr. Gallinger said he did not believe 
American soldiers were committing 
atrocities anywhere. 

Murderers Being Enlisted. 

Mr. Pettigrew responded that perhaps 
the New Hampshire senator had failed 
to read the’ secretary of war's testimony 
before the military committee that Maca- 
bebes, who murdered, burned and robbed, 
were being enlisted. 

Mr. Teller said two United States offi- 
cers were being disciplined for practicing 
the ‘water cure’’ on natives. The sen- 
ator also had received a call recently 
from a man who came upon a party just 
after they had inflicted this deplorable 
torture and who saw the victim covered 
with blood and mangled about the mouth. 

Mr. Frye, in charge of the shipping bill, 
said: 

“T have atated heretofore that I would 
press the shipping bill even as against 
appropriation bills, and would yield only 
on a vote_of the senate. I did not in- 
clude in the statement the army reorgan- 
ization bill. I regard that measure as 
the most important before the senate, and 
I therefore move that the senate pro- 
ceed with the consideration of the army 
conference report.” 

Mr. Frye’s motion was carried without 
a dissenting vote. 

‘TIT am glad we have found out what 
is the most imvortant measure before 
the senate,’’ said Mr. Pettigrew. ‘Yes- 
terday we thought it was the bill to pay 
campaign debts with ship subsidies.’’ 

He then proceeded with his speech re- 
lating to the Filipinos. 

Mr. Teller followed with a criticism on 
the course of the war department in 
seeking to discredit those who opposed 
the army canteen. 

Speaking on the conference report, Mr. 
Teller said he opposed aé_ large 
standing army and he opposed 
the provision by which the cruel Maca- 
bebes could be enlisted in our services. 


Horrors of Water Cure. 

After describing the horrors of the 
water cure torture, Mr. Teller said the 
American flare could come down none too 
soon if it required such methods to up- 
hold our authority. The senator con- 


demned a statement attributed to General 
MacArthur, in which he is said to have 
told a returning regiment that one of its 
chief services was in engendering a war- 
like spirit without which no nation could 
endure. 

Senator Hale said that he felt a sense 
of surprise and outrage that the com- 
mander of the main portion of the United 
States army, engaged in war, should be 
so possessed with the old world spirit of 
military conquest and military ambition 
as to use the language attributed to 
him. And if it proved true that this 
language had been used, Mr. Hale said 
he feared there would be a terrible reac- 
tion from such sentir ents. , 

Mr. Bacon suggested that General Mac- 
Arthur had been only a little more frank 
than others, and that the general was 
stating an existing condition which sure- 
ly would have a terrible reaction. 

Mr. Teller went on to say that the re- 
cent acts of extraordinary brutality at 
West Point grew out of the sentiment 
now pervading the army. He proceeded 


PRISONERS PUT TO TORTURE 
BY UNITED STATES SOLDIERS 


RINGEMAN DENIES 
THE CHARGES MADE 


His Trial Takes Place the Eighteenth 
of February. 


IS CONFIDENT OF ACQUITTAL 


Says He Can Account for Every 
Cent: of Money. 


HE IS CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT 


Was Vice President of a Large Lum- 
ber Company, at Decatur, Ala., 
and Was Prominent Man. 


Decatur, Ala., January 31.—(Special.)— 
February 18th is the date set for hearing 
the case of Joseph Ringeman.. Jr.. who is 
charged by Frank Rodman with having 
embezzled $10,000 from the Rodman- 
Ringeman Lumber Company in the course 
of three years, while Ringeman was vice 
president of the corporation. About a 
month ago Joseph Ringeman sold out the 
company’s possessiong here to Baxter 
Crawford, a New Decatur capitalist. The 
Sale carried with it all the company’s 
holdings, which were extensive, including 
sawmills, steamboat and millions of feet, 
of lumber in the yards. Joseph Ringemez 
then went to El Paso, Tex., for his health, 
but soon after returned voluntarily, as he 
Stated, having heard of ugly reports con- 
cerning himself, and was anxious for an 
investigation. Upon his return Ringeman 
was arresteg on & warrant sworn out Lg 
Frank Rodman in the county court and 
Ringeman gave bond of $1,000. The Rod- 
man-Ringeman Company. whose head- 
quarters are in Cincinnati, did an im- 
mensg business, operating many miles up 
and down the Tennessee and keeping a 
large force of men employed. Ringeman, 
the president and general manager. stood 
high in the opinion of many and it was 
never suspected when he sold out that 
there was anything wrong in the deal. He 
had been in bad health for months and 
was constantly talking of going west for 
his health. Ringeman says he had no 
fear of the result of his trial, as he could 
account for everything that passed 
through his hands. One of the allegations 
against Ringeman ig that he constantly 
drew money belonging to the company 
from one local bank and deposited it in 
another to his wife’s credit, but Ringeman 
denies this and says it cannot be proven. 
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to give instances of the cruelty of the al- 
lied armes in China, declaring that it 
constituted an impeachment of the meth- 
ods of Christian civilization, the out- 
rage of foreign looters being infinitely 
greater than the outrage of the boxers. 
Teller Attacks MacArthur. 

Mr. Teller characterized the Philippine 
friars as the vilest of the vile, whose con- 
duct could not with propriety be refer- 
red to openly in the senate chamber. And 
yet the Philippine commission had put 
this obnoxious class in charge of all the 
schools of the island. 

The senator commented on General 
MacArthur's extreme course in deporting 
a newspaper editor from Manila, and Mr. 
Hoar interjected the remark that one of 
the charges of American colonists against 
George III was the deporting of men 
beyond seas. 

In closing Mr. Teller referred to the sad 
spectacle of this great nation seeking 
glory out of dominating the brown men 
of the Pacific islands. 

Mr. utler made a parting protest 
against the bill, saying he believed a re- 
sistance by every recourse under parlia- 
mentary usage would be justified. 

Mr. Hale said he had no great love for 
the bill and had been constrained to vote 
for it by the representations that unless 
we expected to abandon the dwindled 
remnant of American soldiers until they 
were driven into the sea, we must re- 
enforce them. Mr. Hale also made a se- 
vere arraignment of the conferees, say- 
ing they had dared to lay hands on the 
bill as passed by the two houses and had 
deliberately inserted new provisions. 
The senate should not condone this of- 
fence, Mr. Hale declared. He announced 
that he would not vote for the report be- 
cause of the action of the conferees. 

Mr. Chandler also expressed the view 
that the senate should reject the report. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, said he had 
been told an entire section had been put 
into the bill by the conferees. 

Army Bill Vote in Detail. 

The vote was then taken and the con- 
ference report was agreed to, 33 to 2, 
as follows:

On motion of Mr. Frye the senate re- 
sumed consideration of the shipping bill, 
and voting was begun on amendments. 
The amendment inserting fifteen years 
for twenty years as the utmost limit 
that compensation shall be paid pursuant 
to the act was. agreed to. Another 
amendment proposed by Mr. Aldrich 
changed the rate section by omitting the 
clauses on nineteen, twenty and twenty- 
one-knot ships, and changing the provi- 
sion on eighteen-knot ships to read: 

‘“‘Bighte-n knots and over 16-10 cents 
per gross ton.”’ 

Before the senate acted on this amend- 
ment Mr. Rawlins, of Utah, began a gen- 
eral speech in opposition to the bill, set- 
ting forth the enormous sums involved. 

Mr. Chandler gave notice that he would 
ask for a night session tomorrow night, 
to advance the consideration of the pend- 


ing measure. 
At 5:45 p. m. the senate held an execu- 


tive session, adjourning shortly thereaf- 
ter.

BREECHES BUOY 
CHEATED OCEAN 


By Heroic Work Life Savers Res- 
cue Perishing Sailors 


SCHOONER STRUCK HATTERAS 


Just Before Vessel Went to Pieces 
the Crew Was Taken Off in a 
Breeches Buoy by the Life 
Savers—Disabled Ship 
Is Saved. 


Norfolk, Va., January 31.—(Special.)—It 
was only through the heroism of the life 
saving crew at Cape Hatteras that the 
entire crew of the schooner Congdon 
escaped watery graves this morning. 

It was only due to perserverance, at the 
risk of ship and crew, that the British 
steamship Sir Richard Granville suc- 
ceeded in making port with the Mary 
Thomas, which she picked up disabled at 
fea, in the midst of a storm and towed 
through tempest and overwhelming seas 
to port last night. Four times the six 
days’ derelict with her over thirty lives 
aboard, broke adrift from the friendly 
towline; each time gallant Captain Jones, 
of the Granville, refused to forsake her 
but made fast again. Both vessels were 
from Philadelphia. 

In the midst of the same heavy weath- 
er the schooner George R. Congdon, a big 
three-master of 458 tons register, was 
wrecked at Hatteras this morning. Cap- 
tain Bayles and his crew of six men were 
taken off in safety in the breeches buoy 
by the life savers who went to the as- 
sistance of the distressed fore and aft 
rigger soon after in the darkness. This 
morning she touched at the graveyard of 
the shipping. 
| Fifteen Sailors Saved. 

New York, January 31.—The German 
steamer Barcelona, which arrived here 
today from Hamburg, via Halifax, N. &S., 
brought into port the captain and four- 
teen seamen of the Russian bark Cuba, 
which was abandoned at sea January 18th, 
in latitude 40.30, longitude 13.10, in a dis- 
masted and water logged condition. 

Captain Bohn, of the Barcelona, reports 
that at midnight of January l7th a 
glare of light was sighted which at first 
was thought to be a ship on fire. The 
Barcelona headed for the light, and on 
approaching nearer two huge flares were 
seen from a vessel in distress. Passing 
close by the craft Captain Bohn, with 
his night glass made out that she was 
dismasted and water logged and the peo- 
ple on the wreck were waving and gestic- 
ulating violently. 

At times hoarse shouts could be heard, 
and finally cries’ of “Help! We are sink- 
ing!’’ were made out. 

There was a high sea running, but it 
was decided to make the attempt to res- 
cue the shipwrecked crew.

BIG EXPLOSION 
AND THEN FIRE 


Continued From First Page. 


Three hundred and fifty of them were wo- 
men, A panic ensued, but only two per- 
sons were seriously injured. 

Joseph Speidler, fireman, was badly cut 
and bruised about the head and body. He 
may die. 

Emil Barschet, a steam fitter, was badly 
cut about the head and shoulders. 

Otto Reidele, the chief engineer, who 
was just returning from lunch when the 
catastrophe occurred, was arrested. 

Fritz Schoefle, the assistant engineer, 
who was in the enginehouse, but escaped 
with a few scratches, was also arrested. 

Fire that did damage to the extent of 
$1,500,000 started anew in the William 
Wicke Company’s building tonight. How 
the fire started is not known, further 
than it was the result of the explosion in 
the boiler room in the afternoon. 

Thirty men were at work attempting to 
pull down the shaving tower, adjacent to 
the boiler room, in which the explosion 
of the afternoon took place. The ruins of 
the tower fell into the ruins of the boiler 
room and on top of adjacent rooms. in 
which there were stored chemicals for the 
purpose of seasoning woods, thus causing 
a second explosion. Smouldering embers 
from the late fire added to this and in a 
moment therg was a huge blaze. 


Rang in “Two Nines.” 


Five alarms were turned in within a few 
minutes and soon after Chief Croker sent 
in the alarm known as the “two nines,”’ 
the first time this alarm gas been used 
since the Nagsau Chambers building fire 
in 1898. The first call brought engines, 
hook and ladder companies, tenders and 
water towers to the number of fifty-four. 

Roundsman Quinn and Sergeant Haupt- 
man, who was promoted for bravery at 
the Windsor hotel fire, were in command 
of a squad of ten men at the scene when 
the fire started. They saw that the Wicke 
building was doomed and turned attention 
to the tenement house opposite the burn- 
ing factory. This is a five story tenement 

cupied by twenty-two families of Ital- 
ans and Germans. The police succeeded 
in getting all of them out safely, 

The fire in the meantime had spread 
with the greatest rapidity throughout the 
entire plant of the Wicke company. The 
police saw that the tenement on the west 
corner of First avenue and Thirty-first 
street was doomed and they succeeded in 
getting out the occupants. 

Engine company 21, which had attached 
lines of hose to the hydrant at the cor- 
ner, and almost underneath the walls of 
the burning factory, was seen to be in a 
dangerous position. The firemen had been 
forced back by the heat and were com- 
pelled to abandon the three bie white

‘Recently. the chamber of commerce of 
the state of New York adopted an elab- 
orate réport by its committee on state 
and municipal taxation, in which is set 
forth a plan of local option in taxa- 
tion. The Chicago Chronicle has sug- 
gested that it might be well to raise the 
révenue required by the state for gen- 
eral purposes from certain sources ex- 
clusively, excent in cases of emergency, 
and leave other sources of revenue to 
the counties and municipalities. One 


necessity for a state board of equal-/ 
ization and the temptation to under- 
value property by each locality in or- 
der to avoid its share of the generat 
state tax by exempting real estate and’ 
personal property from taxation upon 
valvation. 

‘The New York plan proposes to give 
minor divisions wide liberty of choice 
as to modes of raising revenue, not 
only for local purpdses, but for state 
purpos:s as well. The chief object, it 
ie stated, fis not so much to avoid the 
ufidignified business of progressive un- 
dervaluation in order to escape taxa- 
tion for general purposes as to enable 
lo¢alities to discard entirely unscien- 
tific and unjust modes of raising rev- 
enue.” 

. As an example of this plan, or some- 

thing like it, it may be pointed out 
,that the most progressive communities 
‘in Georgia are those which have most 
completely taken charge of their own 
affairs and asked for the privilege of 
taxing themselves in order to further 
their interests. The only difficulty they 
find is that the state follows after to 
increase tax collections from property 
thus brought into play for distribution 
elsewhere. There is something unscien- 
tific in forcing large areas of country 
into the same yoke, without regard to 
either ability or interests at stake.

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Should Be Sustained. 

The statement is freely made that 
the holders of $450,000,000 of Cuban 
bonds issued by Spain for the purpose 
of defeating Cuban aspirations for lib- 
erty are now organizing to induce ¢con- 
gress to enforce their payment by Cuba 
as a condition precedent to the accept- 
ance of the Cuban ctnstitution. 

It is also stated that President Mc- 
Kinley stands opposed to this attempt- 
ed outrage, and that he will fight it to 
the end. 

In the event of such a contingency, 
the president should command the 
warm support of every democrat in the 
land. He should be supported by every 
honest man in the country, no matter 
what his party affiliations may be. 

When Spain engaged in the ten 
years’ war for the suppression of Cuba 
she jissued $170,000,000 in bonds as a 
lien upon Cuban customs. During the 
late war these bond issues were in- 
creased to about. $450,000,000. The 
money was borrowed by Spain for a 
purely Spanish purpose and in no way 
went into the betterment of Cuban con- 
ditions. When Spain fel] her allies 
fell with her, and the successful revolu- 
tionists were freed from all responsi- 
bilities of Spanish account. The hold- 
em of these bonds, meeting with prac- 
tical repudiation in Spain, went to Ha- 
vana and attempted to induce the con- 
stitutional convention to adopt their 
claims. That body was brave enough 
to say no and to introduce a paragraph 
into their constitution that only the 
debts of the Cuban junta should be 
recognized. Thus defeated, these land- 
holders have transferred their scene of 
action to Washington, where, making 
the claim that the Cuban constitution 
must be passed upon by congress, they 
will seek to have the obligation of pay- 


Such an action would be an outrage, 
if attempted, and, in any event, would 
be outside of congressional jurisdiction. 
So far as this government fs concerned, 
its duty is pointed out by the joint 
resolution of April ‘20, 1898, which de- 
clared— 

First, that the people of the island ‘of 
Cuba are, and of right ought to be, free 
and independent; second, that it was the 
duty of the United States to demand, and 
the demand was made, that Spain should 
at once relinquish its authority and gov- 
ernment in Cuba, and withdraw its mili- 
tary and naval forces from Cuba and its 
waters; third, the president was directed 
and empowered to use the land and naval 
forces of the United States to carry out 
the foregoing declarations and demands; 
fourth, that the United States disclaims 
any disposition or intention to exercise 
sovereignty, jurisdiction or control over 
said isiands, except for the pacification 
thereof, and asserts its determination, 
when that is accomplished, to leave the 
government and contro] of the isiand to 
its people. 

This fourth resolution clearly elim- 
inates the United States from anything 
more than a friendly interest in what 
the Cubans may do. Upon the close of 
the war with Spain they resumed their

Why Do They Not Marry. 

The investigations of Mr. Carroll D. 
Wright show a remarkable falling off 
in the marriage records. 

He shows that of 17,427 representa- 
tive workingwomen living in twenty- 
two cities, 75 per cent of whom were 
under twenty-five years of age, that 
15,3387 were unmarried. These figures 
he declares to be simply appalling. The 
Medical Journal, discussing them, says 
that in the good old times, it is 
claimed, one-half of these young wo- 
men would already have been married 
from three to five years. The fact 
seems to be that there is a tendency 
to the postponement of marriage on 
the part of both sexes. In the case of 
women this postponement is too often 
fatal, and in the case of men it gets to 
be a Bad habit. But the evil being 
recognized and reduced to figures, the 
next natural thing to do is to seek for 
the cause of it. The Journal proceeds: 

Severa!] theories have been advanced to 
count for this increasing unpopularity of 
marriage. The statement that young men 
have become more shy and embarrassed 
in the presence of the modern go-ahead 
girl may have some truth in it. The 
present tendency is undoubtedly to culti- 
vate self-assurance and independence i 
young women, and to encourage them to 
become self supporting. Many avenues 
are open to them; they can make a com- 
fortable living and enjoy life. Many a 
woman,.in fact, can make a better living 
for one than the majority of young men 
can make for two (with prospects of 
more). This situation tends to check 
marriage in two ways: First, it makes 
the worren more independent of men, and, 
therefore, in the second place, perhaps a 
trifle less attractive to them. Marriage 
is an odd affair anyhow. It is largely a 
psychical business at the start, based 
upon a delicate and emotional instinct; 
and al] the logic and ‘reason of a progres- 
sive age cannot alter that fact. The push- 
ing amd business-like moderr woman is 
not conducive to it. The coni:petition and 
the stress of modern life are deterrent to 
matrimony. Every one can see this in his 
daily observation. How few men are able 
properly to marry before they are thirty- 
five or forty. But by this time the girl 
companions of their youth are almost fit- 
ted to become grandmothers. 

Mr. Wright should organize some 
kind of syndicate pledged to take the 
stock off the market, and in this way 
restore the equilibrium of the sexes. It 
is quite certain that the unnatural] con- 
dition into which society is béing 
forced cannot be for the good of the 
country. 
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The Castellane Dec'sion. 

The Castellane decision, through 
which’ a New. York judge declares a 
section of Jay Gould’s will to be in- 
operative, is of wide interest to those 
who seek to tie the hands of spend- 
thrift heirs. 

In restraining Mrs. Castellane from 
spending more than $200,000 out of the 
$900,000 income, so as to provide a sur- 


tune for the purpose of living high, 
and be relieved from the payment of 
debts contracted. Trustees must be 
ready to meet out of the trust funds the 
just debts of the beneficiaries of the 
trust. The New York courts, therefore, 
have practically set apart a part of the

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Some Tweutieth Century Advice. 

There can be little doubt of the fact 
that the heavy pressure which our 
modern civilization is putting upon 
the brain ig well calculated to increase 
the number of cases which our insane 
asylums throughout the cduntry are 
called upon annually to treat. 

Attention is called to this unfortu- 
nate tendency not for the purpose of 
discouraging the activities of progress, 
which have made our civilization what 
it is, but rather for the purpose of urg- 
ing our careworn business and profes- 
sional men, upon whose shoulders the 
responsibilities of the age weigh with 
peculiar stress, to seek occasional re- 
lief from the worries and excitements 
incident to the work in which they are 
engaged by providing wholesome 
checks of some kind against this de- 
moralizing evil of our time. 

» Unhappily, we Americans are in the 
habit of mixing extremes without get- 
ting the benefit of the golden mean 
which lies between them. We labor 
hard through the day, and then, when 
night comes, we squander the residtum 
of energy which is still left by giving 
ourselves over to injudicious carousals 
and dissipations, expecting in this way 
to counteract the effects of hard work 
during the day. But instead of accom- 
plishing this result, we stil] further ex- 
haust ourselves, aitfd we wonder next 
morning why it is that we feel so little 
like entering upon the work to which 
the day calls us. This method of liv- 
ing kept up from year to year is well 
calculated to break us down, both men- 
tally and physically, and when, to the 
vast number of unfortunates who are 
hurried off to the asylums each year 
on account of impaired mental condi- 
tions, we add the still larger number 
of victims who are prematurely laid to 
rest in the cemeteries, we cannot es- 
cape the conviction that the time has 
arrived for us to pause and consider. 

What we need to counteract the ef- 
fects of worry and excitement in this 
strenuous age of electrical energy 1s 
not such heroic stimulants as midnight 
revels supply, because frolics of this 
kind, instead of mending matters, only 
make them worse by substituting one 
bad effect for another, thus making the 
exhaustion from which we suffer stil! 
more complete. Of course occasiona} 
frolics, alternating with habitual good 
sense in the matter of taking care of 
‘our strength, give rise to.no harmful 
results, but with most of us frolics are 
not occasional, but contiguous, and we 
keep up this mistaken method of rid- 
ding ourselves of business cares and 
worries until we find it necessary to 
put ourselves under medical treatment, 
and then we begin to realize our folly, 
but, in most cases, the information 
comes too late. 

We must reconstruct our views on 
this point and permit common sense 
to govern Our conduct. Rest is what 
our systems require when the fatigues 
of the day are over. This we can find 
in multitudes of innocent and harm- 
less diversions, in addition to what the 
poet has described as “nature’s sweet 
restorer.” We need not labor under 
the apprehension that such habits will 
make us dull and stupid, though it 


to be dull and stupid than to be in- 
mates of lunatic asylums, on the one 
hand, or inmates of the cemetery, on 
the other.

completely renew both mind and body, 
give us rose-colored spectacles through 


elife, and, by removing the desire or 
self-indulgence which is largely devel- 
oped in most of us at the start, it will 
fill us with an altruism which wilt 
make us better men and better citi- 
—_ besides making us infinitely hap- 
pier. 

Just now we are passing underneath 
the arch which spans the commence- 
ment of the new centory, and the time 
is opportune for us to take counsel 
of our best interests and avoid many 
of the evils which have brought us suf- 
fering and regret during the century 
which has gone. We may rest assured 
of the fact that the new century, which 
is to be one of manifold activities, wil] 
make serious demands upon our physi- 
cal and intellectual resources, and we 
will need to be careful in husbanding 
our strength, seeking relaxation in 
those ways which tend to build it up, 
and not in those which tend to pull it 
down. 

In spite of all the precautions we 
can take, the seeds of decay are in us, 
and sooner or later we must yield to 
the sway of Old Mortality; but let us 
see to it that neither the graveyards 
nor the lunatic asylums are peopled 
with occupants because of our reckless 
disregard of the simple rules of com- 
mon sense.

Russia’s loss in the death of her great 
field marshal, Count Gourko, is reduced 
considerabiy by the fact that the count 
has been in bad health for severa! years 
past and consequently unable to render 
acy important service to the government. 
Still the sense of loss which the empire 
feels in the removal of his rugged figure 
from the scenes of his former achieve- 
ments is nevertheless keen. Born in 183%, 
the count first attracted attention as @ 


| gallant young officer in the Crimean war. 


In 1860 he became an adjutant of the em- 
peror, rising to the command of a bri- 
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gaxie of the imperial guards in 1873. In the 
Russo-Turkish war he distinguished him- 
self by dash and bravery. With a detach- 
ment of cavalry ard a single battery he 
took the strongly ,occupied town of Tyf- 
novo, and soon afterwards he seized and 
defended the Shipka pass, where there 
Was much bloody and determined fight- 
ing. 

But his most famous achievement was 
his winter passage of the Balkans, which 
he accomplished with very little loss, in 
spite of the terrific hardships to which his 
troops were exposed, By this masterly 
movement he was enabled to take pos- 
session of the fertile valleys beyond, and 
to occupy Sofia, Phflippopolis and Adria- 
nople. 

On April 14, 1879, the emperor appointed 
him governor general of St. Petersburg. 
This was done immediately after Solo- 
vieff's unsuccessful attempt to assassi- 
nate Alexander III. 

Gourko at once declared a state of siege 
in the capital, but the nihilists made two 
more attempts on the emperor's life dur- 
ing the same winter.’ Gourko was dis- 
missed from his high position, all his ti- 
tles taken away, and he was sent into 
banishment. 

Alexander III 


took two years. more, 
to make up his mind about 
Gourko’s loyalty or ability. He recailed 
him in 1883 from his exile and appointed 
him governor general of Poland. Here 
his rule was marked by remorseless se- 
verity. He banished the Polish language 
judicature, private 
and public schools and universities. The 
press was resluced to simple advertise- 
ment sheets; the number of churches di- 
minished by half and the convents closed. 
He abolished the Polish language from 
signboards, restaurant menus, private 
commercial dies, railway stations and 
carriages. He resigned in 18%, and was 
made.a field marshal by the czar. There 
was general rejoicing when he left Po- 
land, where he was known as “the hang- 
man.’’

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MEANING OF SOUTHERN’S 
PURCHASE OF THE M. & O.| 


HE announcement of the purchase 
T of the Mobile and Ohio railroad by 
by the Southern Railway Company, 
which appeared in The Constitution yes- 
terday, probably carried little meaning 
to the people of this section, except to 
those familiar with the railroad situation 
in the south. Nevertheless, the acquisi- 
tion of this property is fraught with pos- 
sibilities, the effect of which on southern 
lines it would be difficult to estimate. 
There are few people in Georgia who 
know what the Mobile and Ohio is. When 
it is mentioned they have a somewhat in- 
definite and hazy idea that it is a rail- 
noand somewhere out west that has some- 
thing to do with Mobile and perhaps with 
Ohio, but in their minds even that is al- 
together uncertain. 
As a matter of fact, the Mobile and 
Ohio is one of the most important freight 
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}agement of the Plant system. Among 
the many persistent rumors which have 
been handed around in railroad circles of 
late, ig one to the effect that the South- 
ern has covetous eyes on the Plant sys- 
tem, and there has been talk more than 
once that it was making an effort to ac- 
quire that system, not at once, perhaps, 
but it f considered an end that is ulti- 
mately aimed at. 

The purchase of the Mobile and Ohio 
will lend additional color to this rumor. 
That road has for years been one of the 
principal feeaers of the Plant system, 
turning over to it a vast amount of west- 
ern business at Montgomery. True, the 
Plant system has been fed also by the 
Louisville and Nashville and by the Kan- 
sas City, Fort Scott and Memphis, but 
principally by the Mobile and Ohio. Now 
by its ownership of that system the 
Southern will be in a position to dictate 
terms to the Plant system. 

‘Such a situation is, of course, .possi- 
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lines of the southwest. The Constitution 
presents herewith a map showing what 
and where the Mobile and Ohio'is, and 
its points of connection with the Southern, 
of which it now becomes a part. The 
Mobile and Ohio consists primarily of a 
main line which runs from East St. Louis 
almost in a direct line to Mobile, one of 
the most important of the gulf ports. 
The length of this line fs 644 miles. The 
longest and most important branch line 
of the Mobile and Ohio is that from Ar- 
tesja to Montgomery, a distance of 181.2 
miles. The other branches, all short ones, 
extending principally to the coal mines, 
are as follows: Millstadt branch, seven 
miles; Aberdeen branch, nine miles; Stark- 
ville branch, eleven miles, and Blocton 
branch, thirteén miles. The total mileage 
thus acquired by the Southern through 
this purchase is about 865 miles. 
From the West to the Atlantic. 

As will be seen, the Mobile and Ohio 
constitutes the short line from Mobile 
to the gulf. Its termini are also the ter- 
mini of two important lines of the South- 
ern system, and as President Spencer 
states, the consolidation of the termi- 
nals of these two systems at these im- 
portant points will work to the advan- 
tage of both. 

What policy the Southern will adopt 
in the operation of the Mobile and Ohio 
is of course not now known, but as a 
prominent railroad official whi goes deep- 
ly into the situations, stated yesterday, it 
looks as if the Southern had put herself 
in a position to carry that immense grain 
business from the west to the Atlantic 
seaboard entirely over her own fails, 
whereas now there are intervening lines 
which get a parf of the haul. This busi- 
ness can be diverted from the Mobile and 
Ohio at Corinth to the Memphis division 
of the Southern, brought through Atlan- 
ta, and carried direct to the Atlantic sea- 
board without leaving the Southern’s 
tracks at any point. 

It is a fact, too, that the Mobile and 
Ohio handles an immense amount of this 
western business. That business has been 
divided up among several roads. Part of 
it went to the Plant system, part to the 
Atlanta and West Point and part to the 
Southern. Now the Southern is tn a posi- 
tion to handle the whole of it, as stated. 

Not Much on Passengers. 

The Mobile and Ohio, though one of 
the greatest freight lines of the west, has 
always been somewhat of a joke from a 
passenger standpoint. Its officials, it 
seems, have never bragged much on its 
passenger business. In fact, there is a 
tradition among railroad passenger agents 
that in the not very far distant past it 
was frequently the case that its pas- 
senger trains were sidetracked in order 
to let the freight trains go by. The gen- 
eral passenger agent protested vigorously 
to the president: with regard to this sit- 
uation of affairs, whereupon he received 
a reply somewhat on these lines: _ 

“Tf you say much more about your 
blanked old passenger trains, I'll nail 
slats across the doors of your ‘cars and 
ship potatoes in them.” 

Will Stop Rate Slashing. 

Among other, much talked of features 
of the Mobile and Ohio is that it was 
never a stickler for maintaining rates, 
and that it had as soon slash a passonger 
or a freight rate for the purpose of se- 
curing the business as to pay dividends 
on its securities. 

In fact, the Mobile and Ohio has been 


‘known as a free lance among southern 


railway systems for years, It hag been 
the “dog in the manger,”’ so to speak, 
and railroad men do not hesitate to say 
so. All of them will, therefore, welcome 
its acquisition by the Southern, as, in- 
deed, they would have welcomed its ac- 
quisition by any road that would have 
changed its policy in this respect. It will 
now take its place among the. lines which 
enter into and are bound by proper traf- 
fic agreements, a consummation which 
the lines affected have long devoutly 
wished for. The Southern is noted for 
its energy in maintaining rates, as well 
as for furnishing adequate passenger fa- 
cilities wheréver they are justified. 

The acquisition of the Mobile and Ohio 


by the Sqgthern will, it is believed, fur-

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ble,”” admitted a Southern railway offi- 
cial yesterday, ‘“‘but it is not at all proba- 
ble. The Plant system will have the 
Same feeders it has always had—the 
Louisville and Nashville, the Southern 
and the Mobile and Ohio. We are alto- 
gether friendly with the Plant system, we 
work in hearty co-operation with it at 
every point where we touch its lines, and 
that the Southern has any designs on the 
Plant system is Altogether out of the 
range of probability.” 
On to New Orleans. 

Another interesting feature of the situ- 
ation is that by this purchase the South- 
ern has the New Orleans and North- 
eastern railroad, running from Meridian 
to New Orleans, practically at its mercy. 
As long as this road had both the South- 
ern and the Mobile and Ohio to draw 
from, it occupi_d a semi-independent po- 
sition, but now the Southern becomes its 
only outlet and its only feeder. 

“The natural consequences of this must 
be,”” said a well-known railroad man,”’ 
the ultimate acquisition o1 the New Or- 
leans and Northeastern by the Southern, 
through which it will acquire its own 
line into New. Orleans. The Southern, as 
is well known, does not now reach New 
Orleans over its own rails, but that it 
would like to do so there can be no doubt. 
I look for the New Orleans and North- 
eastern to become a part of tue Southern 
at no very distant date in the, future.” 

It is understood in railroad circles that 
even if the Southern acquires its own 
line into New Orleans, there would be no 
change in the route of the through fast 
mail between New Orleans and New 
York. That train now leaves the South- 
ern at Atlanta and reaches New Orleans 
over the Atlanta and West Point and the 
Louisville and Nashville via Mobile. By 
using this route the Southern secures 
business from a section it does not cover 
with its own lines anu which it would 
not otherwise secure, and in addition to 
that it shuts out a competition in that 
through bus.ness which might follow via 
the lines named and the Seaboard, should 
it give up its present contract and use its 
own lines all the way to New Orleans. 

There are many other possibilities in 
the purchase of the Mobile and Ohio by 
the Southern, however, which ,will only 
be developed with time and the policy 
that the Southern adopts with regard to 
its new property. It can readily be seen 
from the map that the Southern has 
added to its gigantic system, tapping it 
as it does at five important junction 
points, one of the most magnificent fee« 
ers it could possibly have secured.

| Hoy Sections to the War Rev- 
enue Reduction Measure 


“BUCKET SHOPS” ARE NAMED 


These Concerns Must Pay Annual 
Special Tax, Besides Stamp Tax 
on Deals—Rebate Provis- 
ion Relating to To- 


Washington, January 31-—The senate 
Committee on finance today reported a 
“mumber of amendments to the war reve- 
nue reduction act. 

A new section is created covering stock 
transactions. It says that every person, 
association, copartnership or corporation 
who, directly or as agent, make or offer 
to make contracts, trades, transactions, 
etc., respecting the purchase or sale of 
any stock, bonds, or other securities for 
closing, adjusting or settling such con- 
tracts, etc., with reference to the public 
market quotations of prices made on any 
board of trade or exchange and without 
a bona fide transaction on such board or 
exchange, or wherein either or both par- 
ties to the transactions contemplate that 
such contracts, etc., may. be deemed 
closed or terminated when the public 
market quotations on the articles named 
shall reach a certain figure, and every 
such concern conducting what is com- 
monly known as a “bucket shop” shall 
pay a stamp tax of 1 cent on each $100 
in value of the merchandise covered or 
pretended to be covered and also a tax 
of 2 cents on each $100 on the face value 
of all stocks, bonds or other securities 
covered or pretended to be covered by 
each and all of such contracts, etc. 


, States May Still Punish. 

It is provided, however, that the pay- 
4yment of any tax imposed by this section 
“shall not exempt any such concern from 
\ any penalty or punishment provided by 
the laws of any state for carrying on such 
business, or the making of such con- 
tracts, agreements, trades or transactions 
within such state, or to authorize such 
business contrary to the local laws, ‘nor 
prohibit any state from imposing an- 
other separate duty or tax. Every such 
person, association, etc., shall pay an an- 
nual special tax of $30, and for. each 
branch office, wherever established, an 
annual special tax, in addition, of $50; 
payable within thirty days after the pass- 
age of this act by every person, etc., 
now engaged in such business and from 
and after:+the passage of this act, by 
such person, etc., proposing to engage in 
the business aforesaid before commencing 
business, 

Provision is made compelling all per- 
sons or associations doing business un- 
der this section to file a notice under 
oath with a collector, giving the names 
of persons or members and officers of 
the corporation, their residence and place 
where the business is carried on. Books 
must be kept by such firms showing all 
transactions subject ro inspection by coi- 
lectors. Penaltics are provided making 
it a misdemeanor if any of the provisions 
of the act is not carried out, fines of $500 
to $1,000 and imprisonment of three months 
to two years being the penalty. - 

Rebate Tobacco Provision. 

A rebate provision relating to tobacco 
‘is acided as follows: 

“That on all original and unbroken fac- 
tory packages of smoking and manufac- 
tured tobacco and snuff, and cigars held 
by manufacturers or dealers at the time 
such discount or reduction of tax shall 
go into effect, upon which the tax has 
been paid, there shall be allowed a@ re- 
‘bate of the full amount of such discount 
or reduction of tax, but the same shall 
not apply tn any case where the claim 
has not been presented within sixty days 
following the date of the reduction, and 
such rebate to manufacturers may be paid 
in stamps at the reduced rate, and no 
claims shall be allowed or rebate paid 
for a less amount than $10. It shall be 

‘the duty of the commissioner of internal 
revenue, with the approval of the secre- 
tary of the treasury, to adopt such rules 
and regulations and to prescribe and fur- 
nish suck blanks and forms as may be 
necessary to carry this section into ef- 
' fect.” 

Another new section is added, to take 
immediate effect, authorizing the secre- 
tary of the treasury to appoint a compe- 
tent person to conduct any necessary in- 
vestigations to secure the efficient en- 
forcement of the tax imposed upon lega- 
‘cles and distributives shares of personal 
property by cection 29 and he may also 
appoint necessary additional clerks or 
agents. 

Tax on Bills of Exchange. 

The existing laws relating to the tax 
on the bills of exchange is amended so 
as to read as follows: 

“Bills of exchange (foreigh) or letiers of 
credit (including orders by telegraph or 
otherswise for -the payment of money, 
issued by express or other companies, or 

‘ any person, or persons), drawn in, but 
payable out of the United States, if 
drawn singly or otherwise than a set of 
three or more, according to the custom of 
merchants and bankers, shall pay for a 
sum not exceeding $100 2 cents and for 
each $100 or fractional part thereof in ex- 
cess of $100 2 cents. If drawn in sets of 
two or more: For every bill of each set, 
mhere the sum made payable shall not ex- 
ceed $100 or the equivalent thereof, if any 
foreign currency in which said bil! may 
be expressed according to the standard 
of value fixed by the United States, 1 
eent,.and for each $100 or fractional part 
thereof in excess of $100, 1 cent.’’

GILLIGAN KEEPS ON PEGGING. 


Court Decides That He Must Serve 
His Term, 

Richmond, Va., January 31.—(Special.)— 
Andrew Carter Gilligan must serve the 
eighteen years in the penitentiary, to 
which he was sentenced by the county 
court of Isle of Wight for the murder, 
Christmas before last, of C, Beverley 
Turner. Only the interference of the gov- 
ernor can now save Gilligan from the fuil 
penalty for his crime. The supreme 
court, to which ah appeal was made in 
behalf of Gilligan, after he had been re- 
ceived at the penitentiary, refused today 
to grant him anew trial. 

This ends one of the most sensational] 
murder cases tried in the courts of Vir- 
ginia within the last quarter of a cen- 
tury. No trial of recent years has 
attracted such universal atténtion. Gil- 
ligan has declared, since he entered the 
penitentiary, that he still loves Miss Isa- 
bel Turner, whose father he slew, but 
the young lady, whose love letters to 
Gilligan, written while she was at Hol- 
lings institute, were the most interesting 
feature of the trial, has asserted that her 
affections has been transformed to hate, 
and she only desires justice and ven- 
geance. 

Gilligan expressed surprise this evening 
when told of the action of the court. His 
countenance fell, and he said: “I dont 
see how they could have done so. I had 
expected a different result and am very 
much surprised. I do not know what 
to do next,” he added, as he assumed 
a defiant attitude and returned to the 
shoeshop. |

North Carolina Legislature Provid- 
ing for Home and Pensions. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 31.—(Special.)— 
North Carolina Confederate Veterans’ As- 
sociation in session here, today unani- 
mously adopted the reports of committees 
and memoralized the legislature to ap- 
propriate $20,000 for the maintenance of 
the soldiers’ home here and $5,000 for new 
buildings and the preservation and repair 
of the present ones; that the pension tax 
be increased from 3 1-3 per cent to 5 cents 
on property; that all confederate soidiers 
with honorable records, who have reach- 
ed the age of seventy, are not unable to 
support themselves and are not worth 
$500, and all widows of confederate sol- 
diers who were married prior to the close 
of the war have reached the age of sixty- 
five who, for any cause, are unable to 
support themselves and are not worth $500 
shall be enrolled on the pension list; that 
there oe no further yension legislation; 
that the state be asked to publish a new 
and correct record of North Carolina 
troops in confederate service, the present 
one being incomplete and with many er- 

rors. 


TO PUNISH BALLOT BUYERS. 


Congressman Lentz Wants To Pro- 
mote the Purity of Elections. 
Washington, January 31.—Representa- 
tive Lentz, of Ohio, today introduced in 
the house a bill entitled “‘A bill to pro- 
mote the purity of elections.” It pro- 
vides that in presidential and congression- 
al elections bribe-givers or offerers of 
bribes, on conviction, shall be subject to 
pay a fine from $500 to $1,000, and shall be 
imprisoned and be disfranchised for from 
five to fifteen years, and be, during that 
period, disqualified from holding elec- 
tive office. The bribe-taker or the per- 
son offered the bribe shall receive one- 
half of the fine and not be punishable. 
The bill also provides that no person or 
corporation shall contribute to any cam- 
paign fund for use outside of the district 
in which he or it resides, and prescribes 

heavy penalties for violations.

CONVENTION IN DEADLOCK 


Gomez and Anti-Gomez Factions in 
a Tie—Gomez May Ask Convcn- 
tion Not To Consider Him 
as Candidate for the 
Presidency. 


Havana, January 31.—At last night's 
session the Cuban constitutional conven- 
tion completed its work to section 1. 
It was voted to increase the number of 
taxpayers in the electoral college for 
the election of senators to twice the num- 
ber of legislators, and the article was also 
modified by the introduction of a clause 
permitting professional men to serve as 
electors. 

Senor Rafael Portuondo, although in a 
hopeless minority protested against sen- 
ators being elected by an electoral col- 
lege instead of by the people direct. He 
contended that the requirement that elec- 
tors should be property holders or pro- 
fessional men, was undemocratic and 
favored rich Cubans. 

Article 3, in section 7 was so modified as 
to make only native born Cubans eligi- 
ble to the s@nate. 

A similar clause in article 2 of section 12 
which was to be considered this-after- 
noon, brought about a dead-lock in the 
convention. It was in reference to the 
qualifications of the president and the old 
Gomez fight was revived. In private ses- 
sion the anti-Gomez men, led by Gen- 
eral Sanguilly and Senors Giberga and 
Juan Gaulberto Gomez, favored the eligi- 
bility of only native-born Cubans, while 
the admirers of Gomez, headed by Senors 
deQuesada and Nunez, advocated the re- 
tention of the clause in the original draft 
making eligible a naturalized citizen who 
had served ten years in the wars. Each 
ballot resulted in a tie—14 to 14. 

A call was made for the president to 
assemble the convention. The opponents 
of General Gomez, however, refused to 
take their seats. The feeling became 
very bitter, several opponents of Gomez 
asserting that they would resign if the 
clause making him eligible to the presi- 
dency were adopted. 

This evening’s session was suspended 
through want of a quorum, the anti-Go- 
mez faction refusing to attend. The 
dead-lock threatens to continue indefin- 
itely. 

Of the three absentees, Sencr Gener will 
vote with the Gomez faction, Senor Llor- 
ente, on the other side, and Senor Rive- 
ra, a Porto Rican by birth, has asked to 
be excused from voting. A friend of 
General Gomez says the latter probably 
will publicly ask the convention not ta 
consider him as a candidate for the presi- 
dency. 
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TABLED ANTI-LOBBYING BILL. 


Tennessee J.egislature Disregards 
Committee’s Récommendations. 
Nashville, Tenn., January 31.—(Special.) 
The senate today, by a decisive viva 
voce vote, tabled the anti-lobby bill, the 
passage of which has been recommended 
by the judiciary committee. The bill 
provided that all attorneys and counsel 
for persons or corporations desiring to 
oppose or favor any measure before the 
legislature should register as legislative 
counsel in the office of the secretary of 
state, and required the person or corpora- 
tion employing such counsel to submit, 
at the end of the session, a resume of 
the exepenses incurred by, and compensa- 
tion paid by the counsel. The senate 
passed the house bill to prohibit the 
hauling of cotton in the seed, not baled, 
upon which there is a lien or mortgage, 
between sunset and sunrise. The object 
of this bill is to prevent tenants from 
hauling cotton away at night, and selling 
it, leaving the landlord nothing for his 

lien for support. 

The senate also passed the house bills 
to prohibit the sale of ‘Johnson grass,’’ 
and to incorporate the town of Selmer, 
McNairy county. 

The house passed the senate bill to au- 
thorize Jackson to issue $25,000 city hall 
bonds, rejected the bills to abolish the 
railroad commission, and tabled the bills 
to permit 8 per cent interest by con- 
tract and to make it a felony to buy 
votes. 

Bills were introduced to authorize Ham- 
ilton county to issue $100,000 bonds to 
fund its county indebtedness; to author- 
ize Shelby county to issue $100,000 turn- 
pike bonds; to require the union label 
on all state printing; to make pistol car- 
rying a felony; to prevent the sale or the 
giving away of morphine, except on phy- 
cians’ prescription and to _ regulate 
the practice of medicine. 


WHITTLE IS NAMED AS JUDGE 


Nominated in Democratic Caucus at 
Richmond Last Night. 
Richmond, Va., January 31.—(Special.)— 
Hon, Stafford G. Whittle, of Henry, will 
succeed to the position on the supreme 
court bench made vacant by the death of 
Judge Riley. He was nominated in the 
democratic caucus tonight, ending one 
of the most memorable fights in the his- 
tory of the general assembly and two bal- 
This was the third caucus and two bal- 
lots were taken. On the first Judge 
Whittle and Judge Mann tied, with 44 
votes each, while Judge Phlegar, the ap- 
pointee of Governor Tyler, got 39 votes. 
Phlegar was dropped, and for the first 
time there was a direct test of strength 
between Whittle and Mann. The vote 
was 70 to 52, and Whittle’s nomination 

was made unanimous. 

The scene was one of wild enthusiasm. 
Whittle will enter office February 23d, 
and will have about six years to serve. 
It is thought mon. E. W. Saunders, of 
Franklin, will succeed him as circuit 
judge, and that @uaptain R. 8S. Parks, of 
Page, will be the new speaker, though 
there are several probable aspirants.

Fulton Bag and Cotton Mill Leases 
Large New York Factory. 


DEAL CLOSED ON YESTERDAY 


Lease Is for Five Years at Annual 
Rental of $8,000. 


TRINITY CHURCH OWNS THE PROPERTY, 


Not Ascertained Whether Atlanta 
Corporation Will Use Factory 
for Storage or Not. 


A special dispatch to The Constitution 
from New York last night announces 
that the Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills, of 
Atlanta, have leased a large eight-story 
factory in New York city, at Nos. 236 
and 238 Spring street, for a period of fite 
years, at an annual rental of $8,000. The 
property, which is equipped with ma- 
chinery, is owned by Trinity church cor- 
poration, and the lease was negotiated 
for the owners by H. L. Snydam & Co.. 
agents. 

Whether the Atlanta textile corpora- 
tion intends using the plant for manu- 
facturing purposes, or simply occupying 
the building for warehousing and show 
rooms, was not ascertained. The lease 
covers the use of the machinery and the 
alteration of the factory to suit the ‘ten- 
ants. ' 

An effort was made to communicate 
with the officers of the Fulton Bag and 
Cotton Mills last night, but none of them 
could be reached. Jacob Elsas, presi- 
dent of the company, was reported not 
in the city, but it was denied at his 
residence that he was in New York. 
Oscar Elsas,,the vice president, was said 
to be in New York with another member 
of the firm. It was impossible to secure 
further particulars of the transaction in 
“AConte at that hour.

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“f believe,” said a gentleman at the 

Kimball yesterday, ‘“‘that a fellow like 
Count Boni Castellane, who married Anna

“Tl know,” he continued, as he noticed 
his hearers exhibit signs of astonishment, 
“that the statement sounds queer, but I 
believe.it is true.

“In the case of Jay Geuld, Count Cag- 
tellane ig the spendthrift, and, however 
much he may make people stare by the 
way in which he scatters the railroad 
kine’s money. I believe he is doing the 
world at large a service. He is putting 
dollars in circulation that would other- 
wise go to ‘swell a fortune alreacy too 


large for the public safety. 

‘And these spendthrifts bob up in every 
family. It may be a long time in some 
femilies before they appear, but they al- 
ways appear at last and then the dollars 
begin to return to the public from whom 
théy were originally taken. It looks to 
me like a providential provision to pre- 
vent a few families from dominating the 
world by the powcr of their wealth. 

“That ig one reason why I view the pil- 
irg up of these colossa] fortunes with a 
certain degree of equanimity. I know that 
scme time, soon or late. the spendthrifts 
will get a chance at the hoards and that 
the dollars will fiy. I know it sounds 
queer, but I believe the spendthrifts are 
the best bulwark, the world has against 
the dangers that arise from the piling up 
of immense wealth. Let Rockefeller and 
others hoard. Scme day the spendthrift 
wil] appear, the fortune will be dissipated 
and things will be in a measure equalized. 

‘‘And these magnates all fear the spend- 
thrifts. They know the proverb that one 
generaticn gathers and another scatters. 
And they believe the proverb, too. That’s 
why they try to protect their fortunes by 
will. I notice that in the suit to break 
the will of H. B. Plant it was stated that 
Mr. Plant left his money practically en- 
tailed for fear that the immediate heirs 
would dissipate it. 

‘Undoubtedlv the spendthrifts in these 
families of collossal wealth is a good 
thing. The oftener they bob up the better 
fcr the wock@ at large.’’ 


“They call it la grippe now,” said a 
gentleman at the Aragon, referring to the 
prevailing epidemic, “but I remember 
when it wasn’t called by any such French 
term ard when it didnjt attack people. I 
know when it was called ‘epizootic’ and 
when it raged among horses.and mules, 
m<«re particularly the latter. 

“Tt has been more than twenty yars 
since I first heard of the epizootic in 
Georgia. Back in the early "70s I remem- 
ber that the farmers all over the state 
becan te complfin that a strange disease 
was playing havec among their stuck. 
especially the young mules which had 
just been brought here from the west. 
The breathing organs of the animals 
seemed to be clogged and in every way 
they seemed to be affected just as the 
grip affects people now. Veterinary sur- 
feons were sent fo-, but in spite of their 
efforts the animals continued to die. The 
surgeons dubbed the disease ‘epizootic,’ 
which simply meant disease among ani- 
mals and didn’t indicate the character of 
the ailment at all. 

“Well, for two or three winters and 
eprings tha epizootic raged among the 
mules of Georgia and then it disappeared 
as mysteriously as it came. I hayen't 
heard of the mules being affected in 
years But the people are the losers, for 
when the disease left the animals if af- 
fected the people and the doctors dubbed 
it la grippe, which has a more aristocratic 
sound than epizootic. But ft is the same 
old thing that used to scourge the mules 
and I never see a man with the disease 
but I think of hew the mules suffered 
years ago. A mule is considered pretty 
tough, but the animal’s toughness was no 
proof against the ailment. Back in those 
days a mule with the epizootic looked 
just as trifling as a man does now when 
he has a case of la grippe.”

“Janice,” said her mother, entering, 
“how often must I tell thee that giggling 
is missish? Stop, this moment.” 

"Yes, mommy,” gasped Janice. Then 
she added, after a shriek and a wrigse, 
“Don't, Tabitha!”’ 

“What ails thee now, child? Art going 
to have an-attack of the vaegrims?’’ 

“When Tibble laces me up she always 
tickles mé, because she knows I’m dread- 
fully ticklish.”

fur. Oh, Tibbie, ‘tis the most elegant 
and dashy robing that ever was! Pray 
Heaven I don’t dirt it, for it is to serve 
for the whole winter! Peggy has three 
new frocks, and Margaret Shippen four, 
but mine is the prettiest, and by tight 
lacing (though no tighter than theirs) 
I make my-«-waist an ell smaller than 
either. In addition, I have a nabob of 
gray tabby silk trimmed with the same 
fur, which has.such a sweet and modish 
‘air that I could cry at having to remove 
it but for what it would conceal. I in- 


tend to ask Peggy if ‘twould be citifled 
and a la mode to keep it on for a little 
while after entering the box by the ~!ea 
that the playhouse is .cold. The high 
mode now is to dress the hair enormous 
tall—a good eight: inches, Tibbie—over 
a steel frame, powdered mighty white, 
and to stick a mouchet or two on the 
face. .It seems to me I cannot wait for 
the night, yet my teeth rattle and my 
hands tremble and I am ali in a shake 
whenever I think of it; if I can but Keep 
from being mute as a stock-fish and 
gawkish, for I am all alive with fear that 
I shall be both, and shame us all!

and Lord Rawdon has bespoke my hand 
for the quadrille,—a stern, frowning man, 
who frights me greatly, but ‘tis a mon- 
strous distinction I need scarce say to be 
asked by one who will some day be an 
earl, Tibbie—and I dance the Sir Roger 
de Coverley with Sir Frederick Mobray.” 

In further detail of a ball she attended 
she,describes a scene as follows: 

“We now retired to the house for tea, 
where the knights, having dismounted, 
followed us, and paid homage to their fair 
ones, from each of whom they received 
a favor. The ball then succeeded, which 
lasted till 9, when the company distrib- 
uted themselves at the windows and doors 
to view fireworks of maryellous beauty, 
ending with a grand illumination of the 
arch. -More dancing then occupied us, 
till we were summoned to supper, which 
Was served in a saloon one hundred and 
eighty feet long, gaily painted and deco- 
rated, and made brillant by a great 
number of lusters hung from the roof, 
while lookingglasses, chandeliers and 
girandoles decked the walis, the whole 
enlivened by garlands of flowers and fes- 
toons of silk and ribbons. Here we were 
waited upon by twenty-four negroes in 
blue and white turbans and party-colored 
ciothes and sashes, whilst the most pa- 
thetic music was performed by a con- 
cealed band. Toasts to the king and 
queen, the royal family, the army and 
navy, with their respective commanders, 
the knights and their ladies, and the la- 
dies in general, were drunk in succession, 
each followed by a flourish of music, 
whén once again the dancing was re- 
sumed, and lasted till the orb of day in- 
truded his presence upon us.’ 

As to the “‘colffure’” we have returned 
in the last few years to the pompadour, 
but not the little lace caps described 
when Janice “sighed as she pinned on 
her little cap of lace above the hair dress- 
ed high ala pompadour.”’ Pictures of 
ball room scenes of those times show the 
pompadours surmounted by feathers and 
flowers and sometimes thé short white 
veils caught with these and hanging to 
the waist in the back, a fashion of court 
dress. But suggestions are scarcely need- 
ed@.for appropriate toilets for a revolu- 
tionary evening, for all women know how

PUT SESSION OFF 


Peters Street Railway Hearing Occurs 
Wednesday. 


WAS SET FOR YESTERDAY 


Two Committeemen Were Sick and 
Third Was in a Meeting. 


CITIZENS COME TO OPPOSE THE GRANT 


Electric Lighting Franchise May 
Not Be Actei on Unt'l Railway 
Matters Are Prepared. 


Because there was not a quorum of 
members present, the hearing on the pe- 
tition of the Atlanta Rapid Transit com- 
pany for a franchise on Peters street to 
West End, which was to have occurred 
yesterday afternoon “efore the gtreet rail- 
wav committee of council, was postponed 
until next Wednesday afternoon at 3 
o'clock. 

Alderman M. M. Welch and Councilman 
A. ©. Adams, both members of this com- 
mittse, have been ill for several days past 
and were not able to attend the meeting. 
Councilman Branch Lewis, another mem- 
ber of the street railway committee, is 
also a, member of the street committee of 
counell, and he was engaged with a meet- 
ing of that committee at the time the 
street railway committee was to have 
met. 

\ n the hour for the hearing arrived 
on wo of the members of the com- 
mi .were present. These were Chair- 
man hn C. Reed and Councilman H. W. 
Grady. J. R. Smith and a number of 
other residents of Peters street were pres- 
ent to oppose the granting of the fran- 
chise and Attorney Thomas Corrigan was 
also there to represent property owners 
who, he stated, did not want the proposed 
line. 

As time passed and it was found that it 
would be impossible to have any of the 
other members of the committee present, 
Chairman Reed announced that there was 
nothing left to be done except to name a 
time when he thought if would be possi- 
ble to have all ‘the committeemen on hand 
to hear from both sides concerning the 
proposed line to the seventh ward, 

The only petition for a franchise that 
the committee has had a complete hear- 
ing on is that filed by the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit company for the right to lay 
tracks on Forrest avenue. Further debate 
on that application was closed by the com- 
mittee last Monday afternoon and it may 
be that this will be the only matter on 
which the committee will report to coun- 
cil at Monday afternoon’s session. 

Members of the committee decline to 
say whether or not a franchise will be 
prepared on that petition, but it is under- 
stood that such a thing is not altogether 
improbable. Chairman Reed yesterday re- 
fused to give out any information as to 
what the committee expects to do before 
council meets. 

It is also understood that an effort will 
be made to postponé action on the elec- 


tric lighting franchise for the Atlanta. 


Railway and Power compny until council 
can have all.the street railway petitions 
of the Atlanta Rapid Transit Comp up 
for consideration at the same time. 

The committee on electric lights, tele- 
graphs and telephones prepared a fran- 
chise which was yresented to council at 
its last meeting but it was held up for two 
weeks. It will again come up on Monday 


afternoon. 


MILLING COMFANY IS SUED. 


Nashville Commission . Company 
Brings Suit Against Atlanta 


Conzern for $1,290. 

The Bell Commission Company, of 
Nashville, yesterday entered suit against 
the Atlanta Milling Company for $1,200 
damages, alleging a breach of contract, 

It is claimed that the milling company 
purchased 10,000 bushels of wheat from 
the plaintiff, and that after 2,000 bushels 
had been shipped to Atlanta and accepted, 
five additional cars were shipped and 
these were rejected by the company. It is 
alleged that the wheat was up to the re- 
quirements of the contracts, and that the 
milling company Was bound to accept and 
pay for it at the contract price. ¢ 

It is claimed that after the first ship- 
ment was made the balance was deferred, 
and it is alleged by the Bell company that 
between the ‘date of purchase and the 
time the wheat was tendered the market 
price dectined 6 1- 2 cents on the bushel, 
and tht cost to the plaintiff of carrying 
the wheat on account for the defendant 


was $120. 


KILLED ON RAILROAD BRIDGE 


Death of James L. Powell, of Ailan- 
ta, at Ensley, Ala.—He Went 
To Get Employment. 


News was received in the city yester- 
day morning of the death of James Pow- 
ell at Ensley. Ala., Wednesday night by 
falling from a railroad trestle. 

Powell left Atlanta a few days ago to 
seek employment as a railroad brakeman.

CAPITOL AVENUE 
WILL BE PAVED 


Streets Committee of Council 
Passes Favorably on Matter 


ASPHALT WILL COST $03,000 


Committee Divides Rock and Chert 
Appropriation So That Each of 
Seven Wards Is Entitled 
- to Two Thousand Dol- 
lars of Fund. 


The streets committee of council ycester- 
day afternoon passed favorably upon the 
ordinance providing for the paving of rine 
blocks on Capito] avenue with asphalt 
The paving, which is to be laid between 
East Fair street and Bass street, will 
cost approximately $53,000. The city will 
not pay the entire cost of the paving, as 
the asphalt will be laid on the assessment 
plan. 

During the meeting of the committee 
the $14,000 which was appropriateu to 
rocks and chert in the department of 
streets, was divided so that each of the 
seven wards will get $2,000 worth of work 


from that item. 

It was also decided to prepare a reso- 
jution to be presented at the council meet- 
ing on Monday afternoon providing that 
the money collected from street ear com- 
panies for their shave of the expense of 
laying rock and chert between rails, be 
turned back into the rock and chert de- 
partment that the wards mgmt still get 
their share of that work. 

As it now stands if the car company, 
after due notice has been served, fails to 
put down the rock and chert the com- 
missioner of public works puts down the 
stone himself and charges the work to 
the street car company. When the money 
is paid it goes into the gereral fund and 
may be paid out for work in various de- 
rartments. 

The object of the resolution is to keep 
this money in the department for street 
work entirely. The resolution will be pre- 
pared by the city engineer and intro- 
duced by Councilman Terry, chairman of 
the streets committee. 

Considerable work was passed up by the 
committee yesterday and Commissioner of 
Public Works Collier will have much to 
accomplish at the very beginning of the 
new year. Alcerman Harvey Johnson 
stated he would not urge any work in his 
department until he had consulted with 
the other members from the sixth ward 
to ascertain what streets they wished 
fixed first. 


Would Help Pave Street. 

He said the only street he was really 
interested in was that part of North ave- 
nue in front of the Technological school. 
He stated this street was in the fifth 
werd, but he would be willing to give £250 
of his ward’s appropriation to help put 
that thoroughfa@ in good condition. 

Councilman Minhinnett appeared before 
the committee in the interest of the cum- 
pletion of the werk on Park averue and 
Alderman Day wanted Oakland avenue 
paved with rock end chert from Kast Fair 
street to Woodward avenve. Upon Coun- 
cilman Fincher's motion it was decided 
to pave Oakland avenué at an expensc of 
$614; take the remainder of the $2,000 for 
that ward and complete the work on Park 
avenus from Glenwocd avenue to Grant 
park. 

This street was passed up last year, but 
the work was only carried on from Wood- 
ward to Glenwood avenue. Councilman 
Minhinnett also secured curbing and side- 
walks for both sides of South Boulevard 
between Factory street and East Fair. 
The committee passed a resolution asking 
the railroad companies to place a watch- 
man at the Pearl street crossing. Coun- 
cilman Minhinnett stated this was a very 
dangerous crossing, trany of the pupils 
of the Edgewood avenue school having to 
pass there daily. 

The matter of requesting a watchman 
for the Powell street crossing over the 
Georgia railroad at the end of Decatur 
street will he looked into further by the 
committee. It was decided to pave Spring 
street from Marletta street to the Sea- 
board Air Line depot with /Beigian 
blocks, the stones taken from Whitenall 
street being used for this purpose. 

Many street improvements will be made 
in the seventh ward this year. The nur- 
row sidewalks which are down on many 
of the more important streets In West 
End will be widened, the grading being 
done by the city, the property owners 
paying their proportionate share of the 
improvements. Among those streets to 
be improved in this way will be the side- 
walk on Whitehall street from Park to 
Gordon, and on Gordon street from 
Whitehall to Holderness. 


Councilmen Longino and Hill both 


urged the paving of Pesples street from 


Gordon to Oglethorpe, and Ogilethorps 
from Peeples to Lawton with rock snd 
chert. The committce passed favorably 
the paving of Peeples street, but will 
hold up the Oglethorp: avenue paving 
until another time.
